Floods. And then for Shooting; what they can- 
not take, or reach with their Hands, they do 
with Arrows ; and have ſo admirable an Aim, 
that they will ſplit almoſt an Hairs and at any 
diſtance that an Arrow can reach, they will 
ſhoot down Oranges, and other.

Campaign, being always in Hoſtility with one - 
neighbouring Prince or other, they had the for- 
tune to take a,greatmany Captives z for all they 
took in Battle were fold as Slaves; at leaſt, 
thoſe common Men who cou'd not ranfom them- 
ſelves. Of theſe Slaves ſo taken, the General only 
has all the Profit; and of theſe Genez:4s our Cap- 
tains and Maſters of Ships buy all theirFreights. 
The King of Coramantien was himſelf a Man 
of an Hundred and odd Years old, and had no 
Son, though he had many beautiful B/ack Wives, 
for moſt certainly. there are Beauties that can 
charm of that Colour. In his younger years he 
had had many gallant Men to his Sons, thirteen 
of which died in Battle, conquering when they

All the Oran wasin diforder about this ned

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dent; and Onabatwas particularly concern'd, be- 
cauſe on the Prince's Stay depended her Happi- | 
nes; or ſhe cou'd no longer expett thar of A- 
boan.”

the King the Truth of all his Fears, and leave

Ar theſe words they depatted, and left the 
\ Prince to take a ſhort and fad leave of his Iyo- 
inda; who truſting in theſtrength of her Charms, 
believ'd, ſhe ſhowd appeaſe the Fury of a jea- 
lous King, by ſaying, She was ſurpriz'd, and 
thar it was by force ot Arms he got-into her A- 
partment. All her Concern now was for his 
Life, and therefore ſhe hMen'd him to the 
Camp, and withgmuch a-doe prevail'd on him 
to go.

This cruel. Seſttence, worſe thin Death, they 
' Implor'd.might be revers'd ; bur their Prayers 
were vaitt and..it was put in EXCCUION ACCOrd- 
ingly. and that with ſo much Secrecy, that 
none _either without or within the 0:27 knew 
any thing of their Abſence, or rheir Deſtiny. 
The old King, ngffertheleſs, executed this 
with a great deal of ReluCtancy z but he be- 
liey'd he had made a very great Conqueſt over

He 
now kegins tozhold Oroenoko excusd; and to 
lay, he had Reaſon for what he did : And now 
every.

A 
great part oMhat-Shagr/en, and Torture Wt De- 
fpair, which the firſt Efforts of Io:nda's Death 
had given him: inſomuch as having receiv'd a 
thouſand kind Embaſhes from the King, and In* 
vitation to return to Court, he obey'd;” though 
with no little relutancy; and when he did 1o, 
there was a vitible change in him, and oy a 
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long time he was much more melancholy than 
defore.But Time leflens all Extremes.and reduces 
ens yon nw and Unconcern; but no Mo- 
tives*er Beauties, though all endeavour it, 
cou'd-engage him in any. fort of Amour, though 
he had all the Invitations rq it, both from his 
own Youth, and other Ambitions and Deſigns. 

Oroonoko was no ſooner return'd from this 
laſt Conqueſt, and 'receiv'd at Court with all 
the Joy'and Maegniticence that cou'd be expreſ- 
ſed to a young Victor, who was not only return- 
ed triumphant, but belov'd like a Deity, when 
there arriv'd in the Port an Ezg/i/h Ship. | 

"This Perſon had often before been 1n theſe 
Countrieggy and w&Þ very: well known to O7r00- 
zoko, wi whomche had traffick'd tor Saves, 
and had us'd to do the fame with his Prede- 
celſors.” _. 34 9 

This Commander: was a Man of a tf ner ſert 
of Addreſs, and Convert better bred, and 
more engaging, than moſt oMhat ſort of Men 
are; fo that he ſeem'd 'Mther rever»to. have 
been bred out of a Court, than almoſtall his 
| life at. Sea. This Captain therefore was al- 
ys better Teceiy'd at Court, than molt of the 
Traders to th6ſe Countries were and eſpe- 
cially b#'Oroonoko, who was more giyiliz'd, ac- 
cording the Exropean Mcde, thAany other 
had beefi, and rook more delight Wthe White 
Nations ; and. above all, Men of Parts and 
Wir. To this Captain he fold abundance of 
his Slaves; and for the Favour and Eſteem he 
had for him, made him many Preſents, and ob- 
ligd him -to ſtay at Court as long as poſſibly he 
cou'd, Which the Captain ſeem'd to take as a 

Fe ; very 
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very great Honour done him, entertaining the 
Prince every day with Globes and Maps, ard 
Mathematical Diſcourſes and Inſtruments,; eat- 
ing, drinking, hunting and living with hiffy-with 
ſo much familiarity, that it was not to be doubt: 
ed but he had gain'd” very greatly upon the 
Heart of thisgallant young Man. And the Cap- 
tain, in Return of all theſe mighty Favours, be- 
fought the Pririce to honour his Veſſel with his 
Preſence, ſome day or other, to Dinner, befote 
he ſhou'd ſet fail ; which he condeſcended to 


| accept, and appointed his day. The Captain, - 


on his part, fail'd not to have All things in a 
readineſs, in the moſt magnificent order he cou'd 
poſſibly : And the day being -Eome, thg,Captain, 
in his Beat, richly: adorn'd * with Carpets: and 
Velvet-Cuſhions, row'd to the ſhore, to receive 
the Prince ; with another Long-Boat, where was 
plac'd all his Muſick gnd Trumpets, with which 
Or00n0k0 Was & ly delighted ; who met 
him oy the ſtor, attended by his French Go- 
vernorgiFamoan, Aborn, and about ai hundred 
of themobleſt of the Yourhs of the Court : And 
after they had firſt carry'd the Prince on board, 
the Boats fetch'd the reſt off : where the 
found a very ſplendid Treat, with all ſorts*of 
$2 and were as well entertain'd, as 
twas poffiile in ſuch a place to be. #* 

The Pri having drank hard of Pufffh, and 
ſeveral forts of Wine. as did all the reſt, (for 
great care was taken, they ſhou'd want nothing 
of that part of _ the Entertainment ) was very 
merry, and in preat admiration of - the Ship, 
for he had neyer been in one before ;' fo that 


.he was curious of beholding every place where 


he 
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he decently might deſcend. The reſt, no leſs 
eurious, who were not quite overcome with 
Drinking, ramb'ld at their pleaſure Fore and' Af7, 
as thigir Fancies guided *em : So that the Cap- 
tain, who had well laid his Defign before, gave 
the Word, and ſeiz'd on all his Gueſts ; they 
clapping great Irons ſuddenly on the Prince, 
when he was leap'd down into the Hold, to 
veiw that part of the Veſſel; and locking him 
faſt down, ſecur'd him. The ſame, Freachery 
was us'd to all the reſt; and all in one inſtanr, 
in ſeveral places of the Ship, were laſh'd faſt 
in Irons, and betray'd to Slavery. That great 
Deſign over, they ſet all Hands to work to 
hoiſe Sail ; andgwith as treacherous and fair a 
Wind they made from the Shore with this*inno- 
cent and: glorious Prize, who thought of nothing 
leſs than fuch an Entertainment. | 

Some have commended this Att, as brave in 


beſt reſelmbl'd to a Lion taken in a®*PFoell ; fo 
he-rag'd, 1o heſtruggl'd for Liberty, but all in 
Fain ; and they had ſowwiſely manag'd his Fert- 
ters, "F cou'd not uſe a HanGin:his defence 

to quithimſelf of a Lite that*Mou'd by «no 
meangendure Slavery ; nor. cou'd Me move from 
the place where he was &'d, to any 1olid part 
of the Ship againſt which he might have beat 
his Head, and have finiſh'd his Diſgrace that 
- way: So that being Ucprived &f all other means, 
he reſoly'd to periſh for want of Food; and 
pleas'd at laſt with that Thought, and toll 


AA OROONOK®O: Or, 
and tir'd by Rage and Indignation, he laid him- 
ſelt down, and ſullenly reſoly'd upon dying, and 
refuſed all things that were brought him. 

"This did not a little vex,the Captain, and the 
more ſo, becauſe he found almoſt all of *em of 
the ſame Humour; fo that the Ilgſs of ſo many 
brave Slaves, fo tall and goodly to behold, 
wou'd have been. very conſiderable : He there: 
fore order d one to go from him ( for he wou'd 
not be ſeen himſelf ) to.0r00n0ko, and to aſſure 
him, he was afflicted for having raſhly done fo - 
unhoſpicable a Deed, and which cou'd not be 
now remedy'd, fince they were far from ſhore , 
but fince he reſented it in ſo high a nature, he 
allur'd him he wou'd revoke his Reſolution, and 
ſet bath him and his Friends a-ſhore onthe next 
Land they thou'd touch at ; and of this the 
Meſſenger gave him his Oath , provided he 
would reſolve to live : And Or 00n0R0, whoſe 
Honour was ſuch as: he never had violated A 
Word in his Li himfgt, much leſs a ſolemn 
Aſkveratign,. believ'd in an inſtant 'what this 
bat reply'd, He expeQed, for a Con- 
firmation"ef this, to have his ſh meful Fetters 
NEE q.

This was deliver'd to the {ſtill doubting Cap- 
tain, who cou'd not gefolve to truſt a Heathen, 
he ſaid, nr his Paroſe, a Man that had no 
Senſe or Notion of the God that he worſhipp'd. 
Oroonoko then reply'd ; He was very ſorry to hear 
that the Captain pretended to the Knowledge and 
Worſhip of any Gods,who had taught him no bet- 
ter Principles, rhan not to Credit as he, would be 
Credited. Bur they told him,the difference of their 
Faith occafion'd that Diſtruſt : For the Captain 
had proteſted to him upon the Word of a Chriſti- 
an.and ſworn in the Name of a Great God; which 
if he ſhoy'd violatghe would expetteternal Tor- 
ment in the World to come. Is that all the Ob- 
hgation be hag to be juft to his Oath ? ( replied 
Oroonoko.) Tet him know, T ſwear by: my Mo- 
nour ;, which to violate, would not only render me 
contemptible and deſpiſed by all brave and boneft 
Men,” and ſo grove my ſelf perpetual Pain, but it 
wou'd be eternally offending ond difpleaſing all 
Mankind: harmune, betraying, circumventing and 
outraging .all Men : but Puniſhments hereafter 
the /oficrd by ones ſelf ; and the World takes 10 
ae nizances whether this G OD: have reveng'd 
'em, orior., *tis done ſo ſecretly, Wd deferr'd ſo 
long : While the Man of no Honour#ffers every 
moment the ſcorn and contempt offhe honefter 
Worldz*and dies every day ignomimouſly in his 
Fame. which 1s more valuable than Lije : I ſpeak 
not this to move Belief, but to ſhew you how you 
miſtake, when you imagine, Tat be who will 01-" 
olate his Honour, will keep his Word with his 
Gods.

The Captain pondering and conſulting 'what 
to do, If was concluded gat nothing but Oroo- 
noko's Liberty wou'd enconrage any of the reſt 
ro eat, except- the French-man , whom the Cap- 
tain cou'd not pretend to keep Priſoner, but on- 
ly told him, he was ſecured, becauſe he might 
att ſomething in favour of the Prince, bur that 
he ſhou'dbe freed as ſoon as they came to Land. 
So that they concluded it wholly neceſlary to 
free the Prince from his Irons, that he might 
ſhew himſelf to the-reſt; that they might have 
an eye upon him, and that they cou'd not fear 
a ſingle Man. uu * 

This being reſolv'd ; to make the Obligation 
the greater, the Captain himſelf went to Oroo- 
noko , Where, after many Complements, and 
Afſlurances of what he had already promisd., 
he receiving izgm the. Prince his Parole, and 
his Hand; for his good Behaviour, diſmils'd his 
Trons, and brought 'him to his own Cabin ; 
where, after having treated anFrepos'd him a 
while, (tor he had neither ear norſlepr in four 
days before ) he beſoyghthim to viſit thoſe *a@b- 
ſtinate Peoplggin Chains, who refus'd all man- 
ner ot Suſtgance ; and entreated him ® 
em to eat, gnd aflure *em of their Libgr 
firſt Opportunity. * L 

Oroonoko, who was too generous, ngt to give 
credit to his Words, ſhew'd himfelf to his Peo-: 
-ple, who were ttanſ{ported with Exceſs of Joy 
at the fight of their Darling Prince , falling at 
his Feet, and kiſſing and embracing *em ; be- 
Lieving, as ſome Divine Oracle, all he aſlur'd

But he beſought *em to bear their Chains 
with that Bravery that became thoſe whom he 
had ſeen act ſo nobly in Arms; and that they 
cou'd'not give him greater Proots of their Love 
and Friendſhip, fince2Fras all the Security the 
Captain (hisWtiend) cou'd have, againſt the 
Revenge, he ſaid, they might poſſibly { Juttly 
take, for the Injuries ſuſtain'd by him.

and Rich; ſo thar we appeard*Extremely fine 
my own Hair was cut ſhort. and I had a Tat 
faty Cap, with Black: Feathers, on my Head; 
my Brother was in a Staff Sute, with Silver 
Loops, and Buttons, and abundance of Green 
Ribbon; This was all infinitely ſurpriſing to 
them; and becauſe we ſaw them ſtand {till till - 
we. approach'd 'm, we took heart and ad- 
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vanc'd, came up to 'em, and offer'd *em our 
Hands; which they took, andlook'd on us round 
about, calling ſtill for more. Company who 
came {ſwarming qu, all wondering, and cry- 
ing out T#þeeme ;"AAking their Hair up in their 
Hands, and ſpeading it wide-tp thoſe they 
call'd -out to; as if they; wow'd fay (as indeed 
it lignity'd.) NumberleſSWenders, or not to be 
recounted, no more. than#o number the Hair 
y Wegrees they grew more.

man of mine ſet ſome Paper a hre 
ing-glaſs, a Trick they had never betore ſeen, 
they were like to have ador'd him from a God, 
and bege'd he wou'd give 'em M& ChaxaQers 
or Figures of his Name; that they might op- 
poſe it againſt Winds and Storms: which he 
did, and. they held ir up in thoſe Seaſong, and 
fancy'd it had a Charm to conquer them, and 
kept its like a holy Relique. They are very . 
Superſtitious, and ' calPd him the Great Peeze, 
that is, Prophet, They ſhew'd us their Ind:an 
Peete, a Youth of about Sixteen Years old, as 
: DE by handſom 
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handſom as Nature cou'd make a Man. They 
conſecrate a þeautiful Youth from his Infancy, 
and all Arts are uſed to compleat him in the ti- 
neſt manner, both in Beauty and Shape: He. 
is bred to all the little Arts and Cunning they 
are capable of; to all the Legerdemain Tricks, 
and Slight of Hand, whereby he impotes upon 
- the Rabble ; and is beta Doctor in Phylick 
and Divinity: And Jane Tricks makes the 
Sick believe he ſor S Oc Ts their Pains, by 
drawing from the lied Þart little Serpents, 
or odd Flies, or Worms, er any ſtrange thing; 
and though they have belides undoubrgd good 
Remedies forgalmolt all their DiſeaRs,® they 
cure the Parient more by Fancy than by Me- 
dicines ; and make themicives Feared, Love 
ed, and Reveretced. This young Peeze had a 
very young Wite, who ſecing my By6ther kiſs 
her, came running and kifs'd me : After this 
they kils'd one another, and make it a very 
oreat Jeſt, it being 10 novel; and new Admi- 
ration and {Laughing went round the Mul- 
titnde, rhat they never will forget that Cere- 
mony, never before us'd or known.” Ceſar had 
a min® to ſee and talk with their War-Cap- 
tains, Md we were conducted to one of their 
Houlſeg,; while we beheld ſeveral of the great 
Captarns, who had been 'at Council : But ſo 
trightful a Vition 1t was to ſee *em, no Fancy 
can. create; no "ad. Dreams can repreſent fo 
dreadful a SpeCtacle. For my part, 1 tooks *em 
_ for -Hobgoblins; or Fiends, rather . than Men: 
but however their Shapes appear'd, their Souls 
wery very Humane and Noble , but ſome wan: 
ted their Nolſes, ſome their Lips, ſome both 
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The Royal Slave. ”s 
Noſes and Lips, ſome their Ears, and others 
cut through- each Cheek, with long Slaſhes 
through which their. Teeth-appear'd: they had 
other ſeveral tarmidable Wounds and Scars, 
or rather Diſmembrings :_ they had Comrrig's, 
or little Aprons before 'em + and Girdles of 
Cotton, with their Knives naked ſtuck in it; 
a Bow at their Bal 2 Quiver of Arrows 
on their Thighs * t had Feathers on 
their Heads of .0W rs, They cry'd. 
Amora Tigame to ug ntrance, and were 
pleas'd we ſaid as muah" | 
'us, andggave us Drink of the beſt ſorr, and won- 
der d"Wnuch as the others hag, done betore, 
" to ſee us. Ceſar was marvyelling as much ar 
theif Faces, wondring how they ihow'd all 
be ſo woundgd in War, he was impatient to 
know how they all came by thoſe frightful 
Marks of Rage or Malice, rather than Wounds 
got.in noble Battel : They told us, by our In- 
terpreter, That when any. War was waging, 
og Men, chap ont by fome old Ca ly We 
"Fighting was paſt, and who cow'd only ach 
the Theory o War. theſe two Men were to 
ſtand in Competition for the GeneralMip, or 
Great-War-Caprtain ; and bging brought betore 
the old Judges, now paſt Labour, ghey azg as&'d. 
What they dare do, to ſhew they are oMevy to 
lead an Army? When he who is firſt ask'd, 
maKing no Reply, cuts offþis Noſe, and throws 
it cantemptibly on the Ground; and the other 
does ſomething to himſceli that he thinks ſur- 
yes him, and perhaps deprives himſelf of 
(Lips and an Eye; fo they Slaſh on till one gives 
out, and many have: dy'd un this Debate, And 


hem: They ſeated 
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it's by a paſſive Valour they ſhew and prove 
their. rw 6 a ſort of Courage too Brutal to 
be- applauded by our Black Hero, nevertheleſs, 
he expreſs'd . his Eſteem of 'em.. _ 

In this Voyage Cz/ar begor ſo good an under- 
ſtanding berweerf the Indians and the Eng/1/h, 
that there were no more,Fears or Heart-burnings 
during our ſtay; by g a perfect, open, 
and free Trade wit ny things remar- 
e met with in this 


that manner that moſt oblig'd higg. . | 

As we were coming up again, we, met with 
ſome Indians of ſtrange AſpeQts ; that is, of a 
larger Size, and other, ſort of Features, than 
thoſz of our Countrey : Our Indian Slaves, that 
wid,us, ask'd em ſome Queſtions; but they 
colg&nor underſtand us, but ſhew'd us a long* 
_ Cotton ſtring; with ſeveral-Knots on it, and 
told u$ they had been coming from the Moun- 
tains ſobdmany Megs as there were Knots ; they 
were, habiredgin Skins of a- ſtrange Beaſt,,and 
brougalong with *em Bags of Gold” Duſt , 
which, as well as they<ou'd give us to uyder- 
itand, came [tſtangng in little ſmall Chanels 
down the high Momtains, when the Rainsfell ; 
and ofter'd to be the Conyoy to any Body, or 
Perſons, that wou'd go to the Mountains. . We 
carry'd theſe Men up to Parham, iwhere they 
vere kepttill the Loxd-Governor came ; And be-

cauſe all the Country was mad 0 he going on 
this Golden Adventure, the Governor, by his 
Lertrers, commanded ( for they ſent ſome of the 
Gold to him ) that a Guard ſhou'd be ſet at the 
mouth of the River of A4maZbrns (a Kiver fo 
calld, almoſt as hygngaas the kiver of Thames) 
and prohibited 7 om going up that 
River, it conduQ Cntains of Gold.

Though this Digrefſion is a little from my 
Story ; howeWr, fince it contains ſome Proofs 
of the Curioſity and Daring of this Great Man, 
I was content to omir nothing of his CharaQter. 
"It was thus for ſome time we diverted him ; 
but now 1mo:nda began to ſhew ſhe was with 
Child, and did nothing but figh and weep: 
the Captivity of her Lord, her ſelf, and the 
fant yet unbornJ® and believ'd, if it were ſo 
hard to gain the Liberty of Two, 'twou'd be 
more dithicult to get that for-Three. Her Griefs 
were ſo many Darts in the great Neart obyCe/or, 


and taking his Opportunity, ohe Sunday} when ' 


all the Whzzes were overtaken in Drink, as there 
were abundance of ſeven rades, and S/aves 
for Four Years, that inha among the Negro 
Houſes; arld Sunday was their Day oft Debauch, 
( otherwiſe they wete a ſort of Spies upon Cz/ar, ) 
he went, pretending out of goodnels to 'em, to 
Feaſt among 'em, and fenr all, his Mulick, and 
order'd a great Treat tor the whole Gang, about 
Three 
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Three hundged Negroes, and about an Hundred 
and fifty were able P bear Arms, ſuch as they 
had, which were ſutficient to do execution with ©; 
_ Spirits — : For the Exg/ijſh had none 
but ruſty Sword$ that no ſtrength cou'd draw 
from a Scabbard ; excentthe People of particu- 
lar Quality, who tg oil *em, and keep 
-*em in good ordg S allo, unleſs here *] 
and there one, * wiy catry'd from PF 
England, wou'd% peu or harm ; for *tis 
the Nature of thiewmtrey to ruſt and eat up 
Iron, or any Metals but Gold*and Sil And 
they are very expert 4Wthe Bow, *WMch the 
Negroes and Indians are;pertect Maſters of... 
Ceſar, having fing]'d out theſe Men from the 
Women and Children, made an Harangue\ to 
*en, of the Miſeries and Ignominies of Slavery ; 
counting up all their Toils and Sufferings, under - 
ſuch Loads, Burdens and Drudgeries, as were 
fitter for, Beaſts than Men; Senſeleſs Brutes, 
than, Humane Souls. He told em, it was not 
for Days, Months or Years,,. but for Eternity ; 
there was no' end to be of heir Misfortunes : 
They fufter'd not like Men who might find a 
Glory and Fortitude in Opprefſion ; but like 
Dogs that lowd the Whip and Bell, and fawn'd 
the more they were beaten : That they had loſt 
the Divine ls, of of Men, and were become

infenfible Ales, y to bear: nay, worſe; 
an Ais, or Dog, oWMorle, having done his Du- 
ty, cou'd le down in retreat, and fiſe to work 
again, and while he did his Dury, indur'd no 
Stripes ; but Men, Villainous, Senſeleſs Men, 
inch as they, Toil'd on all the tedious Week till 
Black Friday ;, and then, whether they work'd 
OT 
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or not, whether they were faulty F 3 meriting, 
they, promiſcuoully, the Innocent with the Guil- 
ty, ſufter'd the infamous Whip, the 1ordid 
Stripes, from their fellow S/aves, rill their Blood 
trickl'd from all Parts of their Body ; Blood, 
| whoſe every drop ought to be reveng'd with a 
]' Life of ſome of mlileyrants thar impoſe it : 
And why (laid he wtricnds and Fellows- 


ſufferers, ſhou'd ® es 10 aN UNKNOWN 
People ! Have they Val Wrs Nobly in Fight 2 
Have they Won us in Bonotrable Baitle ? And 
are we, dw the chance of War, become their Slaves? 
This We not anger @&Noble Heart ; this wou'd 

' not ' animate a Souldier's Soul, no, but we are 
Bought and Sold like Apes, or Monkeys, to be the 
Sport of Womgn, Fools and Cowards ; and the 
Support of Rogues, Runagades, that have aban- 

. don'd their own Countries for Napore, Murders, 
Theft and Villames : Do you not hear, every day, 
how they upbraid each other with Infamy of Life, 
below the Wildeſt Sulvages* and ſhall we render 
Obedience to ſuch a degenerate Race, who have 
no one . Humane Weriue left, to diſtinguiſh *em 
from the wileſt Creatures £ Will you, 1 ſay? ſuffer 
the Laſh from ſuch Hands? They all reply'd, 
with one accord, No,” No, No; Calar has ſpoke 
Like a Great Captain ;, hike a Great King., 

After this, he wou'd have proceeded, but was 
interrupted by a tall Negzgaat lome more Qua- 
lity than the reſt, his Na as Tuſcan; who 
bowing art the Feet of Cz/ar, cry'd, My Lord, 
we have hſtend with Foy and Attention 10 what 

ow have ſaid; andy were we only Nien, wou'd 
follow ſo great a Leader through the World : But 
ob ! conſider tie are Husbands, "and Parents 100.

; 
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found it not inconftſte. 
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and have things more dear to us than Life, our 
Wives ond Children, unfit for Travel in thoſe 
unpaſſable Woods, Mountains and Bogs ;, we bave 
zot only difficult Lands to overcome, but Rrvers 
10 wade, and Mountains to encounter; Ravenous 
Beaſts of Prey —-To. this, Cz/ar reply'd, 
That Honour was ihe gland r11101ple in Nature, 
that was to be Obgyig # no Man wou'd pre- 
tend to that, withog 
paſhion, Charity, 


Atts of Vertue, Com- 
Fujnce and Reaſon ; be 
7 with that, totake an e- 
qul care of their Wives and Childregg,gs they 
word of themſelves, andgthat he ld args 
when he led them to Freedom, and Glorious Li-\ 
berty, that they ſhowd leave that better part of 


themſelves 1 fark by the Hand,of the Tyrant's, 


Whip: But if there were a Woman among them 
ſo degenerate from Love and Vertue, to chuſe 
Slavery before the purſuit of her Husband, and 
with the hazard of her Life, to ſhare with him in 
his Fortunes; that ſuch an one ought to be aban- 
dord, and left as a Prey to the Common Enemy. 
To which they all Agre$— and Bowed. 
After "this, he ſpoke of the impaſſable Woods 
and Rivers; and convinc'd em, the more Dan- 
ger, the more Glory. He told them, that he 
had heard of one Hannibal a great Captain,. had 
cut his way through Mountains of ſolid Rocks ; 
and ſhow'd a tewghrubs oppoſe them, which 
they cou'd tire be 'em ? No, *twas a trifting 
Excuſe to Men reſolv'd to die, or overcome. 
As for Bogs, they are with a little Labour fall'd 
and harden'd ; and the Rivers cou'd be no Ob- 
{tacle, fince they ſwam by Nature, ar leaſt, by 


- Cuſtom, trom the firſt hour of thetr birth : That 


'When 


| maca about their Shoulders, and under their 
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when the Children were weary, they muſt cat- 
ry them by turns, and the Woods and their own 
Induſtry wou'd attord them Food. To this they 
all afſented with Joy. 

Tv{can then demanded , what he woud do ? 
He ſaid they wou'd Travel towards the Sea, 
Plant a New Colony, and Detend it by their 
Valour ; and when thefWoud find a Ship. ei- 
ther driven by ſtreſs*o8Meather, or guided by 
Providence that way. they-wou'd ſeize it, and 
make it a Prize, till it had tranſported tliem to 
their own Countries ; at leaft, they ſhou'd be 
made Free” in his Kindom, and be eſteem'd as 
his Fellow-Sufferers, and Men that had the 
Courage and .the Bravery to attempt, at leaſt, 
for Liberty ; and if they dy'd in rhe attempt, ir 
wou'd be more brave, than to live in perpetual 
Slavery. 

They bow'd and kils'd his Feet at this Reſo- 
lution, and with one accord Vow'd to follow 
him to Death. And that Night was appointed 
to begin their March, they made it known to 
their Wives, and dixected them to tie their Ha- 


Arm, like a Scarf ; and to lead their Children 
that cou'd go, and carry thoſe that cou'd not. 
The Wives, who pay an entire Obedience to 
their Husbands, obey'd, and ftay'd for 'em where 
they were appointed : The Men ſtay'd but to - 
furniſh themſelves with what Defenſive Arms 
they cou'd get; and All mer at the Rendezvous, 
where Cz/ar made a new encouraging Speech to 
'em, and led 'em our. 

Burt as they cou'd not march far that Night, 


on Monday early, when the Overleers went to 
FE - call 


call 'em altogether, to go ro work, they were 
extremely Turpriz'd, ro find not one upon the 
Place, but all fled with what Baggage they had, 
You may imagine this News was not only ſud- 
denly ſpread all over the Plantation, but ſoon 
reach'd the neighbouring ones ; and we had by 
Noon about 600 Men, they call the Militia of 
. the Country, that camg to aſſiſt us in the purſuit 
of the Fugitives : ButWever did one ſee fo co- 
mical an Army march*forth to War. The Men 
of any Faſhion wou'd not concern themſelves, 
tho? it were almoſt the Common Cauſle ; for 
ſuch Revoltings are very 1 Examples, and have 
very fatal Conſequences, often-times, in many 
Colonies : But they had a Reſpect tor Cz/ar, 
and all hands were againſt the Parhamites ( as 
they calFd thoſe of Parham Plantation) becauſe 
they did not, in the firſt place, love the Lord- 
Governourz and, ſecondly, they wou'd have 
It, that Ceſar was ill us'd, and 'Battf'd-with ; 
and *tis not impoſſible but ſome of the beſt in 
the Countrey was of his Council 1n this Flight, 
and depriving us of all the'S/2ves : 1o that 
they of the better ſort wou'd not meddle in 
the matter. The Deputy-Governour, of whom 
I have had no great occatton to ſpeak, and 
who was the moſt Fawning Fair-tongu'd Fellow 
in the World, and oue that pretended the moſt 
Friendſhip to Cz/ar, was now th2 only violent 
Man againſt tim ; and inovgh he had nothing, 
and ſo need tear nothing, yet talk'd and look'd 
Digger than any Man : He was a Fellow, whoſe 
Character is not fit to be mention'd with the 
worſt of the Slaves. This Fellow wou'd lead 
his Army forth to meet Cz/ar, or rather to par 
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ſue him : moſt of their Arms were % thoſe ſort 
of cruel Whips they call Cat-witb-Nine-Tails ; 
ſome had ruſty uſeleſs Guns for ſhew ; others 
old Basket-hilts, whoſe Blades had never ſeen 
the Light in this Age ; and others had long 
Staffs and Clubs. Mr. Trejry went along, ra- 
ther to be a Mediator than a Conqueror, in fuch 
a Battle ; for he foreſaw, and knew, ii by fight- 
ing they put the NegroeSinto deſpair, they were 
a ſort of- ſullen Fellows, that wou'd drovn or 
kill themſelves, before rhey wou'd yield ; and 
he advis'd, thar fair means was beſt : But Zyam 
was one that abounded m his own Wir, and 
wou'd take his own Meaſures. 

It was not hard to find theſe Fugitives , for 
as they fled, they were forc'd to tre aud cur 
the Woods before *em; 10 that Night or Day 
they purſu'd *em by the Light they made, and 
by the Path they had cleard. Bur as foon as 
Ceſar found he was purſu'd, he pur himſelf in a 
poſture of Dcetence , placing all the Women 
and Children in the Rear; and himſelt, with 
Tuſcan by his fide, or next to him, all pro- 
miling to Die or Conquer. Encourag'd thus, 
they never ſtood to Parley, but fell on Pett- 
mell upon the E7g/;/þ, and kill'd ſome, and 
wounded a great many ; they having recourlſc 
to their Whips, as the beſt of their Weapons. 
And as they oblerv'd no Order, they perplex'd 
the Enemy 1o ſorely, with laſhing *em 1n the 
| Eyes; and the Women and Children ſeeing 
| their Hugbands fo treared, being of teariul 
cowardly Diſpoſitions, and hearing the Erg/7/Þ 
cry out, Treld, and Live ! Treld, and be Pordort'd ! 
they all run in amongſt their Husbands and: Fa- 
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thers, and#hung about *em, crying out, Weld, 
Tield, and leave Caiar to their Revenge; that by 
degrees the S/aves abandon'd Cz/ar, and left him 
only Tzſcan, and his Heroick Imormda 5 who 
grown big as ſhe was, did nevertheleſs preſs 
near her Lord, having a Bow, and a Quiver full 
of poiſon'd Arrows, which ſhe manag'd with ſuch 
dexterity, that ſhe wounded ſeveral, and ſhot the 
Governor into the Shoulder ; of which Wound 
he had like to have died, but that an I4:an Wo- 
man, his Miſtreſs, ſuck'd the Wound, and 
cleans'd it from the Venom : But however. he 
{tirr'd not from the Place till he had Parly'd 
with Cz/ar, who he found was reſolv'd to die 
tghting , and wou'd not be taken; no more 
wou'd Tzſcan or Imoinda, But he, more thirſt- 
ins after Revenge of another ſort, than that of 
depriving him of Lite; now made uſe of all his . 
Art of Talking and Diflembling, and beſoughr 
Ceſar to yield himſelf upon Terms which he 
himſelf ſhouid propoſe; and ſhould be ſacredly 
aſlented to, and kept by him: He told him. It was 
not that he any longer fear'd him, or cou'd be- 
iieve the force of two Men, and a young He- 
Toine, cou'd overthrow all them, and with all the 
Slaves.now on their fide alſo; but it was the 
vaſt Eſteem he had for his Perſon, the Deſire he 
had: to ſerve ſo Gallant a Man, and to hinder 
himſelf from the Reproach hereafter , of ha- 
ving been the occafion of the Death of a Prince, 
whoſe Valour and Magnanimity deſerv'd the 
Empire of the World. He proteſted to him, he 
look'd upon this Action as Gallant and Brave, 
however tending to the Prejudice of his Lord 
and Maſter, who wou'd by it have loſt ſo confi- 
derable a number of $/aves ; that this Hagar ot 
IS 
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his, ſhou'd be look'd on as a heat of Youth, 
and a raſhneſs of a too forward Cattrage, and 
an unconſider'd Impatience of Liberty, and no 
' more ; and that he labour'd in vain to accom- 
pliſh that which they wou'd efteQually perform, 
as ſoon as any Ship arriv'd that wou'd touch on 
his Coaſt: So that if you will be plea&d.( conti- 
nued he) zo ſurrender your felf, all imagj- 
nable Reſpett ſhall be paid you ; and your Self, 
your Wife, and Child, if it be born here, ſhall 
depart free out of our Land, But Ceſar wou'd 
_ here of no Compoſition : though Byarz urg'd, If 
he purſu'd and went onin his Defign, he wou'd 
inevitably periſh, either by great Snakes, wild 
Beaſts, or Hunger, and he ought to have regard 
to his Wife, whoſe Condition required Eaſe, and 
not the Fatigues of tedious Travel, where ſhe 
cou'd not be ſecur'd from being devourd. But 
Cz/ar told him , there was no Faith in the 
White Men, or the Gods they ador'd ; who in- 
ſtructed 'em in Principles ſo falſe, that honeſt 
Men cou'd not live amongſt *em ; though no 
People profeſs'd ſo much, none perform'd ſo 
little; that he knew what he had ro do, when 
he dealt with Men of Honour ; but with them 
a Man ought to be eternally on his Guard, and 
never to Eat and Drink with Chriſtians, without 
his Weapon of Defence'in his Hand ; and, for 
his own Security, never to credit one Word they 
ſpoke. As for the Raſhneſs and Inconfiderate- 
neſs of his Action, he wou'd confeſs'the Gover- 
nor is in the right; and that he was aſham'd of 
what he had done, in endeavouring to make 
thoſe Free, who were by Nature S/aves, poor 
wretched Rogues, fit to be us'd as Chriſtians 
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Tools ; Dogs, Treacherous and Cowardly, fit 
for ſich Waters; and they wanted. only but to 
be whipp'd into the xnowledge of the Chriſtiar 
- God's, to be the vileſt of all creeping things z'to 
learn to worſhip ſuch Deities as had not Power 
to make *em Juſt, Brave, or Honeſt. In fine, 
. after a thouſand things of this nature, not fit 
here to be recited , he told Byam, He had-ra- 
ther Die, than Live upon the ſame tarth with 
{uch Dogs. But Trefry and Byam pleaded and 
proteſted together fo much, that Trefry believ- 
ing the Governour to mean what he ſaid ; and 
ſpeaking very cordially himſelf, generoully put 
himſelf into Cz/ar's Hands, and took him fe 
and perſuaded him, even with Tears, to Live, 
by Surrendring himſelf, and to name his Condi- 
tions. Ceſar was overcome by his Wit and 
Reaſons, and in conſideration of Imornda ; and 
demanding what he dehir'd, -and that itſhou'd 
be ratify'd by their Hands in Writing , becauſe 
he had perceiv'd that was the common way of 
Contract between' Man and Man, amongſt the - 
Whites. All this was perform'd,and Twſcar's Par- 
_ don was put in, and they Surrender to the Go- 
vernour, who walked peaceably down into the 
Plantation with 'em,. after giving Order to bury 
iheir Dead. Ceſar was very much toil'd with 
the Buſtle of the Day, for he had fought like a 
Fury ; and what Miſchief was done ., He and 
T1#ſcan perxtorm'd alone; and gave their Ene- 
mies a tatal Proof, that they durſt do any thing, 
and fear'd no mortal Force. 
But they were no ſooner arriv'd at the Place 
where all the Slaves receive their Puniſhments 
ot Whipping, . but they laid Hands on Ce/ar and 


Tuſcan, 
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Tuſcan, faint with Heat and Toilz and ſurpri- 
Zing them, bound them to two ſeveral Stakes, 
and whipp'd them in a moſt deplorable and in- 
humane manner, rending the very Fleſh from 
their Bones, eſpecially Ce/ar, who was not per- 
ceiv'd to make any Moan, or to alter his Face, 
only to roul his Eyes on the Faithleſs Governor, 
and thoſe he believ'd Guilty , with Fierceneſs 
and Indignation; and, to compleat his Rage, he 
ſaw every one of thoſe S/aves, who, but a few 
Days betore, ador'd him as:ſomething more than 
Mortal , now had a Whip to give him ſome 
Laſhes, while he ſtrove not to break his Fetters, 
tho' it he had, it were impoſlible : but he pro- 
 nounc'd a Woe and Revenge from his Eyes, that 
darted Fire, that *twas at once both Awful and 
Terrible to behold. 

When they thought they were ſufficiently Re- 
veng'don him, they unty'd him , almoſt fainting 
with loſs of Blood, from a thouſand Wounds all 
over his Body; from which they had rent his 
Cloaths, and led him Bleeding and Naked as he 
was, and loaded him all over with Irons, and then 
rubb'd his Wounds, to compleat their Cruelty, 
with I:d:an Pepper; which had like to have made 
him raving Mad; and, in this Condition, made 

him fo fait to the Ground, thathe could notitir, 
if his Pains and Wounds wou'd have given him 
leave. They ſpar'd Imonda, and did not let 
her ſee this Barbarity committed towards her 
Lord, but carry'd her down to Parham, and ſhut 
her up; which was not in kindneſs to her, but 
for fear ſhe ſhou'd die with the Sight, or Miſcar- 
ry, and then they ſhow'd loſs a young Save, 
and perhaps the Mother. 
| | £4 You 
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You muſt know, that when the News was 
brovght, on Munday Morning, that Ceſar had 
beraken himſelt ro the Woods, and carry'd with 
him all the Negroes, we were polleſS'd with 
extreme Fear, which no Perſuaſions cou'd diffi- 
pate, that he wou'd ſecure himſelf rill Night, 
and then. that he wou'd come down and cut all 
our :Throars, This Apprehenlion made all the 
Females of us fly down the River, to be ſecur'd; 
and while we were away. they acted this Cru- 
elty : For I ſuppoſe, I had Authority and Intereſt 
enough there, had 1 ſuſpected any ſuch thing, to 
have prevented it; but we had not gone man 
Leagues, but the News overtook us, - that Ceſar 


was taken, and whipp'd like a common 9/ave. 


We met, on the River, with Colonel Martin, a 
Man of great Gallantry, Wit and Goodneſs, and 
whom have I celebrated in a CharaQter of my 
New Comedy, by his own Name, in Memory of 
{10 Bravea Man: he was Wiſe and Eloquent, and, 
from the fineneſs of his Parrs, bore a great Sway 
over the Hearts of all the Co/ony: He was a 
Friend to Cz/ar, and reſented this talſle Deal- 
ing with him very much. Wecarry'd him back 
to Parham, thinking to: have made an Accom- 
modation. When he came, the firſt News we 
heard, -was, That the Governor was dead of a 
Wound Ino1nda had given him; but it was not 
10 well : But it ſeems, he wou'd have the Plea- 
ſure ot beholding the Revenge he took on Cz/ar, 
and betore the cruel Ceremony was finiſh'd, he 
dropt down; and then they perceiv'd the Wound 
he had on his Shoulder was by a Venom'd Ar- 
tow ; which, as Ifaid, his Indian Miſtreſs heal- 
ed, by ſucking the Wound. * 
Poa : > 
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We were no ſooner arriv'd; but we went up 
to the Plantation to ſee Ceſar ; whom we toind 
in a very miſerable and unexprefhible Condition 
and I: have a thouſand: times adrmir'd how he 
liv'd in ſo much tormenting Pain. We ſaid il 
things to him, that Trouble, Pity and Good Na- 
. ture cou'd ſuggeſt ; Proteſting our Innocency of 
the FaQ, and our Abhorrence of ſuch Cruelties; 
making a thouſand Proteſhons and Services to 
him, and begging as many Pardons for the Ot- 
tenders, till we {aid ſo much. that he believ'd 
we had no hand in his ill Treatment ; bur ro!d 
ds, He cou'd never pardon Pyam, as for Trefy, 
he confteſs'd he ſaw his Griet and Sorrow tor 
his Suffering, which he.cou'd nor hinder, but 
was like to have been beaten down by the very 
Slaves, for ſpeaking in -his Defence : Bur for 
Byam, who was their Leader, their Head,— 
and ſhou'd, by his Juſtice and Honour, have 
been an Example to em, for him he wiſh'd 
to live, to take a dire Revenge of him ; and 
ſaid, It had been well for him, if he had Sacri- 
fied me, inſtead of giving me the contemptible 
Whip. He refns'd to talk much ; but begging 
-us to give him our Hands, he took *em, and 
proteſted never to lift up his, todo us any harm. 
He had a great Reſpect for Colonel Martin, 
and always took his Counſel like that of a Pa- 
rent ; and allurd him, He wou'd obey him in 
any thing, but his Revenge on Byam: Therefore 
(ſaid he) for his own = let him ſpeedily dif- 
patch me ;; for if 1 cou'd diſpatch my ſelf, I wou'd 
not, till that Fuſtice were done to my injur'd Per- 
ſon, and the contempt of a Soldier : No, I woid 
not kill my ſelf, even after a Whipping, but oy 
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be content to trove with that Infamy, and be poin- 
zed at by every grinning Slave, 111 T have com- 
pleated my Revenge , and then you ſhall ſee, that 
Oroonoko ſcorns to lrve with the Indignity that 
was fur on Cxiar. All we cou'd do, cou'd get 
no more Words from him; and we took care 
to have him put immediately into a healing 
Bath. to rid him of his Pepper, and order'd a 
Chirurgcon to anoint him with healing Balm; 
which he ſutter'd, and in ſome time he began 
to be able to Walk and Eat. We fail'd not to 
vilit him every Day, and to that end had him 
brought to an Apartment at Parham. 

The Governor was no ſooner recover d, and 
had heard ot the Menaces of Cz/ar, but he calPd 
his Council; who (not to diſgrace them.. or 
Burleſque the Governtnent there) conſiſted of 
{ſuch notorious Villains as Newgate never Tranl- 
ported; and, pothibly, originally were ſuch who 
underſtood neither the Laws of God or Man ; 
and had no ſort of Principles to make *em wor:- 
thy the Name of Men; but, at the very- Coun- 
cil-Table, wou'd Contradict and Fight with one 
another ; and Swear 1o bloodily, that *rwas ter- 
rible ro hear and ſee 'em. ( Some of *em were 
afterwards Hang'd, when the Dutch took poſ- 
{eſhon of the Place, others ſent off in Chains.) But 
calling theſe ſpecial Rulers of the Nation toge- 
ther, and requiring their Counſel in rhis weighty 
Aﬀair, they all concluded, that (Damn 'em 
it might be their own Caſes; and that Cz/ar 
ought to be made an Example to all the Ne- 
groes, to fright 'em from daring to threaten 
their Betters, their Lords and Maſters ; and, at 
this rate, noMan was fate from his own S/aves 3 

| ana 
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and concluded, nemme contradicente, that Cefar 
: ſhou'd be Hang'd. 
 Trefzythen thought it time to uſe his Autho- 
rity ; and told Byam, his Command did not ex- 
tend to his Lord's Plantation ; and that Parham 
was as much exempt from the Law as Whyre- . 
ball, and that they ought no more to touch the 
Servants of the Lord—— ( who there repreſen- 
ted the King's Perſon) than they cou'd thoſe a- 
bout the King himſelf; and that Parham was a 
SanQuary ; and though his Lord were abſent 
in Perſon, his Power was ſill in Being there ; 
which he had entruſted with him, as far as the 
Dominions of his particular P/aztations reach'd, 
and all that belong'd to it; the reſt of the Coun- 
try, as Byam was Lieutenant to his Lord, he 
might exerciſe his Tyranny upon. L1refry had 
others as powerful, or more, that intreſted 
themſelves in Cz/27's Life, and abſolutely ſaid, 
He ſhou'd be Detended. So turning the Gover- 
nor, and his wiſe Council, out of Doots, (for 
they ſar at Parham-houſe ) we ſet a Guard upon 
our Landing-place, and wou'd admit none but 
thoſe we calFd Friends to us and- Ceſar. 

The Governor having remain'd wounded at 
Parham, till his Recovery was complearted , 
Ce/ar did not know but he was ſtill there, and 
indeed, for the moſt part, his time was ſpent 
there; for he was one that lov'd to live at 0- _ 
ther Peoples Expence, and if he were a Day ®, 
abſent, he was Ten preſent there ; and ns'd to 
Play, and Walk, and Hunt and Fiſh with Cz- 
far. S0 that Czſar did not at all douht, if he 
once recover'd Strength, but he ſhon'd find an 
opportunity of being reveng'd on him: a 
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after ſuch a Revenge, he cou'd not hope to live 3 
for if he eſcap'd the Fury of the Eng//h Mobile, 
who perhaps wou'd have been glad of the occa- 
fion to have kill'd him, he was reſolv'd not to 
{urvive his Whipning ; yet ke had ſome tender 


Hours, a repenting Softiels, which he callPd his 


Fits of Cowardice ; wherein he ſtruggl'd with 
Love for the Victoiy of his Heart, which took 
part with his charming Imo:nda there : but, for 
the moſt part, his time was paſt in melancholy 
Thonght, and black Deſigns ; he contider'd, if 


he ſhou'd do this Deed, and die either in the 


Attempr. or after it, he left his lovely Imoinda 
a Prey, or at beſt a S/ave, to the enrag'd Mul- 
titude: His great Heart cou'd not endure that 
Thought : Perhaps (aid he) ſhe may be firſt 


\ Raviſh'd by every Brute , expoſed firſt to their 


naſty Luſts, and then « ſhameful Death: No, he 
cou'd not live a moment under that Apprehen- 
ſion, too inſupportable to be born, Theſe were 
his Thoughts, and his ſilent Arguments with his 
Heart, as he told us afterwards : ſo that now 
reſolving not only to kill Byam, but all thoſe 
he thought had enrag'd him g, pleafing his great 
Heart with the fancy d Slaughter he ſhou'd make 
over the whole face of the Plantation ; he firſt 
refolv'd on a Deed, that (however Horrid it 
hr{t appear'd to us all ) when we had heard his 
reaſons, we thought it Brave and Juſt. Being 
able ro walk, and, as he beljev'd, fit for the ex- 
ecution of his great Deſign, he begg'd Trefry 
to truſt him into the Air, believing a Walk wou'd 
do him good. Which was granted him; and 


taking Imonda with him, as he us'd to do in his 


more happy and calmer Days, he led her up 
into 
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into a Wood, where, after (with a thouſand 
Sighs, and long gazing filently on her Face, 
while Tears guſht, in {pite of him, from his 
Eyes) he told her his Deſign, firſt of killing 
her, and then his Enemies, and next himſelf, 
and the impoſſibility of eſcaping, and therfore 
he told her the Neceflity oi Dying. He found 
the Heroick Wife taſter pleading for Death than 
he was to propoſe it, when ſhe found his fix'd 
Reſolution ; and, on her Knees, beſought him 
not to leave her a Prey to his Enemies. He 
(griev'd to Death) yet pleas'd at her nobleRe- 
ſolution, took her up, and embracing her with 
all the Paſſhon and Languithment. of a dving 
Lover, drew his Knife to kill this Treaſure of 
his Soul, this Pleaſure of his Eyes ; while Tears 
trick'd down his Cheeks, hers were ſmiling 
with Joy ſhe ſhou'd.die by 1o noble a Hand, and 
be ſent into her own Country. (tor thar's their 
Notion of the next World) by him ſhe fo ten- 
derly Lov'd, and ſo truly Ador'd in this. For 
Wives have a Reſpect for their Husbands equal 
to what any other People pay a Deity : And 
when a Man finds any occaſion to quit his Wile, 
if he love her, ſhe dies by his Hand ; it nor, he 
ſells her, or ſufters ſome other to kill her. Ic 
being thus, you may believe the Deed was ſoon 
reſolv'd on ; and *tis not to be doubted, but rhe 
Parting, the eternal Leave-raking of Two ſuch 
Lovers, ſo greatly Born, ſo Senſible, ſo Beauri- 
ful, ſo Young, and fo Fond, muſt be very Mo- 
ving, as the Relation of it was to me atfter- 
wilds... - © 

All that Love cov'd ſay in {uch caſes, being 
ended, and all the intermitting Irrefolutions be-

ing adjuſted, the Lovely, Young and Adord Þ} 
Victim lays her felt down before the Sacrificer; - þ 
while he, with a Hand reſolv'd, and a Heart- Y

No, 10! hen, at her Name, Grief | 
wou'd get the alcendant of Rage, and he wou'd 
lie down by her Side, and water her Face with 
ſhowers ot Tears, which never were wont to 
fall from thole Eyes; and however bent he 
was on his intendeÞFSlaughter, he had not pow- 
et to ſtir from the 5ighr of this dear ObjeR, 
now more Belov'd. ar.4 more Ador'd than ever. 
He remain'd in this deplorable Condition tor 
wo 
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two Days, and never roſe from the Ground 
where he had made his 11d Sacrifice , at laſt, 


_ roufing from her fide, and accuſing himſelf with 


living too long, now I0inda was dead, and that 
the Deaths of thoſe barbarous Enemies were de- 
ferr'd too long, he reſolv'd now to finiſh the 


\ Great Work ; but offering to riſe, he found his 


Strength ſo decay'd, that he reed to and fro. 
like Boughs aflaiPd by contrary Winds ; ſo thar 
he was forced to lic down again, and try to 
ſummon all his Courage to his Aid ; he found 
his Brains turn'd round, and his Eves were diz- 
Zy, and Objects appear'd nor the lame to him 
they were won't to do ; his Breath was ſhort, 
and all his Limbs ſarprized with a Faintneſs he 
had never felt before : He had not eat in two 
Days, which was one occaſion of his Feebleneſs, 
bur exceſs of Grief was the greateſt; yer {till he 
hop'd he ſhou'd recover Vigour to att his De- 
fign, and lay expecting it yet fix Days longer ; 
{ſtill mourning over the dead Idol of his Heart, 


and ſtriving every day to riſe, but cou'd not. 


In all this time you may believe we were in 


- no little Aﬀiction for Ceſar and his Wite; ſome 


were of Opinion he was eſcap'd, never to re- 
turn ; others thought ſome Accident had hap- 
ned to him :- But however, we fail'd not to ſend 
out an hundred People ſeveral ways, to ſearch 
for him : A Party of about Forty went that 
way he took, among whom was 1uſcan, who 
was perfectly reconciled to Byam : They had 
not gone very far into the Wood, but they ſmelt 
an unuſual Smell. as of a Dead Body ; for 
Stinks muſt be very noiſom, that can be diſtin- 
euiſh'd among ſuch a quantity of narural Sweets, 

as 
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as every Inch of that Land produces. So that. 
they concluded they ſhou'd find him dead, or - 


ſome body that was ſo; they paſs'don towards it, 


as loathſom as it was, and made ſucha rufling a- 


mong the Leaves thart lie thick on theGround, by ., Þ. . 
continual falling, that Ceſar heard he was ap- | 


proach'd ; and though he had, during the ſpace 
of theſe eight Days, endeavoured to riſe, but 
found he wanted Strength z yet looking up, and 
izeing his Purſuers, he roſe, and reePdto a 
neighbouring Tree, againſt which he fix'd his 
Back, and being within a dozen Yards of thoſe 
that advanc'd and ſaw him, he call'd out to 
them, and bid them approach no nearer, if 
they wou'd be ſafe. So that they ſtood {till, 
and hardly believing their Eyes, that wou'd per- 
ſwade them that it was Cze/ar that ſpoke to 'em, 
ſo much was he alterd. they askK'd him, what 
he had done with his Wife, for they ſmelr a 
Stink that almoſt ſtruck them dead ? He. point- 
ing to the dead Body. ſighing, cry'd, Behold her 
zhere. They put oft the Flowers that cover'd 
her, with their-Sticks, and found ſhe was kilFd, 
and cry'd out, Oh, Monſter F that haft murther'd 
thy Wife. Then asking him, why he did 1o 


cruel a Deed? He replied, He had no leifure to = 


an{wer impertineat Queſtions : Jou may go back 
(continu'd he) and tell the faithleſs Governor, 
he may thank Fortune that I am breathing my 
laſt, and that my Arm is too feeble to obey my 
Heart, in what it had defſign'd him: But his 
Tongue taultering, and trembling, he cou'd 
{carce end what he was ſaying. The Engi/h 
raking Advantage by his Weakneſs, cry'd, Let 
zs take him alive by all means, He heard 'em; 
and 
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*F and; as if he had reviv'd from a Fainting, or a 
F Dream, he cry'd out, No, Gentlemen, you are

him aſſure himſelf, ( and, at that word; held up 


= his Knife in a menacing poſture, ) Look ye, ye 


faithleſs Crew, faid he, 't:s not Life I ſeek, nor 


am I afraid of Dying, (and at that word, cut 

a piece of Fleſh from his own Throat, and 
threw it at *em., ) yet fill T word Live if I cord, 

till I bad perfetted my Revenge : But, ob! it can- 

aot be; I feel Life gliding from my Eyes and 
Heart ; and if 1 make not haſte, I ſhall fall a 
Vittim to the ſhameful Whip. At that, he rip'd 

up his own Belly, and took his Bowels and 
pulF'd *em out, with what Strength he cou'd , 
while ſome, on their Knees imploring, beſought 
him to hold his Hand. But when: they ſaw him 
tottering, they cry'd out, Wil! none venture on 
him?

Ce/ar made at his Boſlom, he receiv'd it quite "+ 
' through his Arm 4 and Cz/or having not the * 
{trength to pluck the Knite forth, tho*. he at- a 
rempred it, Txſcan neither pull'd 1t out him- * p* 
ie]f, nor ſuffer'd it to-be pulF'd out, bur came IF 
down with it ſticking in his Arm ; and the rea- * 
{on he gave for it, was, becauſe the Air ſhou'd 
not get into the Wound. They put their Hands 
a-croſs,, and carry'd Ceſar between fix oem, 
i1inting as he was, and they thought dead, or 
- Juſt dying; and. they brought him to Parham, 
and laid him on a-Couch, and had the Chirur- 
geon immediately to him, who dreſt his Wounds, 
and ſow'd up his Belly, and us'd means to bring 
him to life, which they eftected. We ranallto F 
2e him; and, if before we thought him ſo beau- - | 
tiful a Sight, he was now ſo alterd, that his # 
Face was like a Death's Head Black'd over ; 
nothing but Teeth and Eye-holes : For ſome 
Days we 1ſufter'd no body to fpeak to. him, but 
cauſed Cordials to be poured down his Throat; 
which ſuſtained his Lite, and in fix or ſeven 
hays he recover'd his Senſes : For, you muſt 
know, that Wounds are almoſt to a Miracle 
curd in the Indies; unleſs Wounds in the Legs, 
wich rarely ever - Cure. 

When he was well enough to ſpeak, we 
ralk'd to him, and ask'd him ſome Queſtions a- 
bout his Wife, and the Reaſons why he kilFd 
her: and he then told us'what I have related 
ot thar Reſolution and of his Parting, and he 
veſought us we wou'd let him die, and was ex- 
rremely atftlicted to think it was potlible hemight 
iis; he aflurd us, it we did not diſpatch him,

he undertook to deliver the Letters to , Father 
Franciſco; which Letters were all aiterwards, 
as you ſhall hear, produc'd in open Court. 
Theſe Letters fail'd not to come every Day 
and the Senſe of the fuſt was, to tell hip

This Letter being deliver'd him, he read by 


himſelf, and was ſurpriz'd to receive Words of

The next Day, Miranda, finding no Advan- 
tage from her Melſenger of Love, in rhe Even- 
ing ſends another ( impatient of Delay ) con- 
tfling that ſhe who ſufter'd the Shame of Wri- 
ting and Imploring, was the Perfon her ſelf 
who: ador'd him. | "Twas there her raging Love 
made her ſay-all things that-diſcover'd the na- 
ture of its Flame, and propots to flee with him 
ro any part of-the World, it hewou'd quir the 
Convent; thar the had a Fortune confiderable 
enough to make him happy. and that his Youth 
and Quality were not given him to ſo unprofi- 
rable an End as to loſe themſelves in a Convent, 
where Poverty and Eaſe was all their Buſineſs. 
In fine, the leaves nothing unure'd that mighr 
debauch and invite 'him; not totgerring to fend 
him her own CharaQer of Beauty, and lefr him 
to Judge of her Wit and Spirit by”her Writing, 
and her Love by the Extremiry of Paſſion ſhe 
profels'd. To all'which, the: lovely Friar made 
| no 
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no Return, as believing a gentle Capitulation 
or Exhortation to her wou'd bur inflame her the 
more, and give new Occaſions for her continu- 
ing - to write. All 'her Reaſonings, falſe and 
vicious, he deipis'd, pities the Error of her 
Love, and was Proof againſt all ſhe cou'd plead. 
Yet notwithſtanding his Silence, which. left her 
in doubt, and more tormented her, ſhe ceas'd 
not to purſue him with her Letters, varying her 
Style; ſomerimes all wanton, looſe and raving ;

1's you will have me die, and ſeck my Remedy 
zn my Grave, when 1 complain of Tortures, 
Wounds and Flames. O cruel Charmer, *ttzs for 
you 1 languiſh; and here, at your Feet, implore 
that Pity which all my Addreſſes have fail'd of 
Procuring me.

With that, perceiving he was about to riſe 
from his Seat, ſhe held him by his Habit, and 
vow'd ſhe wou'd in that Poſture follow him, 
where-ever he flew from her.

T own your "Power, 
I own 1 have all the Senſe in the World of your 
charming Touches ; I am frail Fleſh and Blood, 
but yet——— yet yet I can reſift ; and 
prefer my Vows to all your powerful Temptati- 
' ONS. =—== ] will be deaf and blind, and guard 
my Heart with Walls of Ice, and make you know, 
thaFohen the Flames of true Devotion are kind- 
ted in a Heart, it puts out all other Fires; which 
are as ineffettual, as Candles lighted in the Face 
of the Sun. Go, vain Wanton, and repent, 
and mortifie that Blood which has ſo ſhamejully 
beiray'd thee, and which will one Day rune both 
thy Soul and Body. 

At theſe Words Miranda, more enrag'd, the 
nearer ſhe imagin'd her felt to Happineſs, 
made no Reply ; but throwing herlelf, in that 
inſtant, into theConfeſting-Chair, and violently 
pulling the young Friar into her Lap, the eleva- 
ted her. Voice to ſuch a degree, in crying out,

She ended as ſhe began, with a thouſand 
Sighs and Tears ; and receiv'd trom the Proyin- 
cial all Aflurances of Revenge.

part; and what was faid in nature of'a Con- 


tefſion, was not to be reveal'd, though his Lite 
depended on the Diſcovery. But as to the Let- 
ters, they were forc'd from him, and expog'd; 


however, Matters were carry'd with ſo hjgh a 


Hand againſt him, that they ſery'd for no Proof 


& all 'of his Innocence; and he was at laſt con- 


demn'd to be burn'd at the Marker-place. 

After his Sentence was paſs'd, the whole Bo- 
dy of Prieſts made their Addrefles tq Marqueſs 
Caſteil Roderigo, the then Governor of Flanders, 
for a, Reprieve ; which, after much a-do, was 
granted him for ſome Weeks, but with an abſo- 
lure Denial of Pardon ; 1o prevailing were the 
young Cavaliers of his Court, who were all A- 
dorers of this Fair 7. 

About this time, while the poor, innocent, 
young Henrick was thus languiſhing in Priſon, 
in a dark and diſmal Dungeon, and A:randa, 
cured of her Love, was triumphing in her Re- 
venge, expecting, and daily. giving new Con- 


quetts ; and who, by this time, had re-afſum'd | 


all her wonted Gaiety, there was a great Noiſe 
abour the Town, that a Prince of mighty 
Name, and fam'd for all the Excellencies of 
his Sex, was arrived ;' a Prince young, and glo- 
rioully attended,” call'd Prince Tarquiz. 

We had often heard of this Great Man. and 
that he was making his Travels in France and 
Germany : And we had alſo heard, that ſome 
Years before, he being about Eighteen Years of 
Age, in the time when our King Char/es of Blel-

and all other Officers, ſuitable to a Great Man. | 
He was all the Diſcourſe of the Town ; ſome 
laughing at his Title, others reverencing it : 
Some cry'd, that he was an Impoſtor ; others, 
that he had made his Title as plain, as if Tar- 
quin had reignd but a Year ago. Some made 
Friendſhips with him, others wou'd have no- * 
thing to ſay to him ; but all wonder'd where 
this Revenue was, that ſupported this Grau- 
deur ; and beliey'd, tho' he cou'd make his De: 
{cent from the Roman Kings very welk. out,

At laſt, by great Interceſon, both their Par- 
dons were obtain'd; and the Prince, .who would 
be no more ſcen in a place rhat had prov'd eve- 
ry way 10 fatal to him, left Flanders, promiſing 
never to live with the tair Hypocrite more; but 
cer he departed, he-wrir her a Letter, wherein 
he order'd her, in a little rime. to follow him 
into Holland, and letr a Bill of Exchange wirh 


one of his truſty Servanrs, whom he had-left

Prince, in this time of his [Impriſonmenr, had 
 Feveral Bills of great Sums trom his Father, 
who was exceeding rich, and this all the Chil- 
dren he had in the World, and whom he ten- 
derly loved. 

As foon as Miranda was come into Ho/land, 
ſhe was welcom'd with all imaginable Reſpect 
and Endearment by the old Father ; who was

Conſtantia brought into the World, the firſt

Day to expoſe *em; ſhe therefore went imme- 
diately to the Lodgings of the Princeſs, who * 
was then walking in the Garden of the Palace;

the Princeſs uFd to read, and went out again ' 
unſeen, and ſatisfied with hex-good Fortune.

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ſhe was now poſſeſt with a double Grief, to 
find *Agnes Sovereign of all the Hearts, to which 
ſhe had a pretenhon. 

Don Alvaro was one of thoſe ambitious Men 
that are Fierce without Moderation, and Proud 
without Generofity; of a melancholy, cloudy 
Humour. of a cruel Inclination, and to effte& 
his Ends, $ound nothing difficult, or -unl; 
Naturally he lov'd not. the Prince, whogj 
Accounts ought to have held the firſt Rank in 
the Heart of the King, which ſhould have ſet 
Bounds to the Favour of Dor Alvaro; who 
when he knew the Prince was his Rival, his 
JTealouſie increas'd his 'Hate of him; and he 
conjur2d Elvira to ' employ all her Care, to 
oppoſe an Engagement that could not but 
be deſtruftive to 'em both; ſhe promiſed him, 
and he not very well fatished, rely'd on her 
Addrels. 

Don Alvaro, who had too lively a Repreſen- 
tation within himſelf, of the Beauties and 
Grace of the Prince of Portzga/, thought of 
nothing bur howy to combate his Merits, he 
himſelt being not handſome, or well;nade : 
His Faſhion was as dilagreeable as his HM 
and Don Pedro had all the Advantages that one 
Man may poihbly have over another. In fine, 
all that Don Alvaro wanted, adorn'd the 
Prince : But as* he was the Husband of Cor- 
ftantia, and depended upon an abſolute Father, 
and that Don Alvaro was free, and Maſter of a 
good * Fortune, he thought himſelf more af: 
ſur'd of Agnes, and fixd his Hopes on that 
Thought. JOE. 

He knew very well, that the Paſſion of Dor 
Pedro, 
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Pedro, could not but inſpire a violent Anger in 


the Soul of the King. Induſtrious in doing Ill, 


his firſt Buſineſs was to carry this unwelcome 
News to him.” After he had given time to his 
Grief, and had compos'd himſelf to his Deſire, 
he then beſought the King to Intereſt himſelf in 


+ Amorous Afﬀair, and to be the Prote&or of 


1s Perſon. 


6 hes E3 : 
Th6hgh Dor Alvaro, had no other Merit 
to recommend him to the King, than a con- 


tinual and blind Obedience to all his Com- 
mands : yet he had favourd him with ſeye- 
ral Teſtimonies of his vaſt Bounty and confi- 
dering rhe height to which the King's Libe- 
rality had rais'd him, there were few Ladies 
that would have refus'd his Alliance. The 
King aſſur'd him of the Continuation of his 
Friendſhip and Favour, and promis'd him, if 
he had any Authority, he would give him the 
charming Agnes. 

Don Alvaro, perteCtly skiltul in managing his 
Maſter, anſwer'd the King's laſt Bounties with 
a profound Submiſſion. He had yet never told 
Agnes.gyhat he felt tor her; but he thought 


now ight make a publick Declaration of 


it, and {ought all means to do it. 

'he Gallantry which Co:mbra ſeem'd to have 
forgotten, began now to be awaken'd, The 
King, to pleaſe Don Alvaro, under pretence of 
diverting Conſtantia, orderd ſome Publick 
Sports, and commanded that every thing ſhould 
be magnificent. 

Since the Adventure of the Verſes, Dor Pedro 
endeayour'd to lay a Conſtraint on himſelf, 
and to appear leſs troubled; Burt in his Heart

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he ſuffer'd , always alike ; and it was not 
but with great. Uneaſineſs he prepar'd him- 
ſelf for the Turnament. And ſince he coutd 
not 9ppear with the Colours of Agnes, he took 
thoſe of his Wife, without Device, or any great 
Magnificence. | 
Don Atvaro adorn'd himſelf with the Liv'ries 
of Agnes de Caftro; and this fair Maid, who 
had yer fotind no Conſolation from what the 
Princeſs had told her, had this new Cauſe of . 
being diſpleas'd. "Þ 

Don Pedro appear'd in the Liſt with an ad- 
mixable Grace; and Doz Alvaro, who look'd 
on this Day as his own, appear'd there all 
ſhining with Gold, mix'd with Stones of 
Blew, which were the. Colours of Agnes; and 
there was embraider'd' all over his Equipage, 
flaming Hearts of Gold on tlew Velvet, and 
Nets for the Snares of Love, with abundance 
of double A's; his Device was a Love coming 
out of a Cloud, with theſe Verſes written un- 
derneath. | 


Love from a Cloud breaks like the God of Day. 
And to. the World his Glories does di ola; 
Togaze on charming Eyes,and make *emRnow, 
What to ſoft Hearts,and to his Power they owe. 


The Pride of Dox Alvaro was ſoon. humbled 
at the Feet of the Prince of Por:zga/, who 
threw him againſt the Ground, with twenty 
others, and carry'd alone the Glory of the Day. 
There was in the Evening a Noble Aſſembly at. 
- Conſtantia's, where Agnes, would not have been, 
unleſs expreſly commanded by the Princeſs. 
She appear d there all negligent and careleſs 
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in her Dreſs, but yet ſhe appear'd all, beautiful 
and charming. She ſaw, with diſdain, her 
Name, and her Colours; worn by Don Alvaro, 
ata publick Triumph ; and 1t her Heart were 
"capable of any tender Motions, it was not 
for ſuch a Man as he, for whom her Delicacy 
deſtin'd them : She look'd: on him with a Con- 
tempt, which did not hinder him trom prefling 
{ſo near, that there was a neceſfity for her to 
hear, and what he had to declare to her. | 
She treated him not uncivilly, but her Cold- 
neſs would have rebated the Courage of any 
bur Alvaro. Madam, ſaid he (when he could 
be heard of none bur herſelf) I have hitherto 
concealed the Paſſion you have inſpir'd me with, 
fearing it ſhould diſpleaſe you, but it has com- 
anitted a Violence on my Reſpett ;, and I could no 
longer. conceal it from you. 1 never reflefted on 
your Attons, anſwers Agnes, with all the In- 
ditterence of whfich ſhe was capable, ard if you _ 
think you offend me, you are in the wrong to 
make me pegcerve it. This Colaneſs is but an ill 


Omen for 'me, teply'd Don Alvaro, and if you 


haveaat found me out to be your Lover to Day, 
I feaFyou will never approve my Paſſion. 


Oh! what a time you have choſen to make it 
appearto me f (puriu'd Agnes. ) Is it fo great an 
Honour for me. that you muſt take ſuch Care to 
ſhew it to the World! And do you think that I 
am ſo defirous of Glory, that I mu ft aſpire to it by 
your Attions ? If I muſt, you bave very ill main- 
tain'd it in the Iurnament ; and if it be that Va- 
nity that you depend upon, you'll make no great 
Progreſs'on a Soul that is not fond of Shame. If 
you were poſjeſt of all the Advantages, ay the 
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Prince has this Day carried away, you yet ought 
#0 conſider what you are going about ; and it is 
a0t a Maid like me, who 1s touch with Enter- 
prizes, without reſper or permiſhon. | 
"The Favourite of the King, was too proud. 
to hear Agres, without Indignation : But as he 
was willing to conceal it, and not oftend her, 
h Ne not his Reſentment appear ; and.confi- 
HE 1s the Obſervation ſhe made on the Tri- 
umphs of Doz Pedro, (which increaſed his Jea- 
| loultes:) If I have not overcome at the Turna- 
ent, reply'd he, I am not the leſs in Love for 
being vanguiſhd, nor leſs capable of ſucceſs on

They were interrupted here, but from that 
Day, : Don Alvaro who had open'd the firſt Dif: 
ficulties, kept no more his wonted Diſtance, but 
perpetually: perſecuted Agres ; yet tho' he were 
protected by the King, that inſpir'd in her ne- 
ver the more Conſideration for him. Don Pe- 
dro was always ignorant by what means the Ver: 
ſes he had loſt in the Garden, fell into the 
Hands of Conſtantza : As the. Princeſs appeared 
to him Indulgent, he was orly concerne for 
Agnes: and the Love of Don Alvaro, which 
was then ſo well known, increas'd the Pain , 
and had he been poſſRſs'd of the Authority, he 
would not have ſuffer'd her to have been ex- 
pos'd to the Perſecutions of ſo unworthy a Ri- 
val. He was allo afraid of rhe King's being ad-

In fine, ſhe ſo incens'd the jea- 
lous Don A/varo's Jealouſie, that he, could not 
hinder himſelf from running immediately to the 
King, with the Diſcovery of all he knew, and 
all he gueſt, and whom he had the Pleaſure to - 
find, was infinitely inrag'd at the News. My 
dear Alvaro, faid the King, you ſhall inflantly 
marry this dangerous Beauty : And let Poſſeſſion 
aſſure your Repoſe and mine.

While Agnes de Coftro (importun'd by his 
Afſſiduities, deſpairing at the Grief of Conſtar- 
z;a, and perhaps made tender by thoſe ſhe had 
caus'd in the Prince of Portugal ) took a Reſo- 
lution worthy of her Vertue z yet amiable as 
Por Pedro was, {he found nothing in him, on

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his being Husband to Conftanta, that was dear 
to hers And far from encouraging the Power 
ſhe had got over his Heart, ſhe thought of no- 
thing but removing from Cormbra, the Patiion 
of Don Alvaro, which ſhe had no inclination to 
favour. ſerv'd her as a Pretext, and prefs'd with 
_ the fear of cauſing, in the End, a cruel Divorce 
berween the Prince and his Princeis, ſhe went 
to find Conſtantia, with a Trouble, which all her 
Care was not able to hide from her. | 
The Princeſs. eafily: found it out; and: their 
common Misfortunes having not chang'd their 
Friendſhip : hat ails you, Agnes? ſaid the 
Princeſs to- her. in a ſoft Tone, and her ordina- 
ry Sweetneſsz And what new Mrsfortune cauſes 
that Sadneſs in thy Looks's \ Madam, reply'd Ag- 
nes, ſhedding 4 Rivulet" of Tears, 'zhe Obhgarti- 
ons and 1yes I have to'you, put me upon a ru- 
el Tryal ; ' had bounded-the Felicity of my Life 
mn bope of pine it\neur your Highneſs ; yet I 
muſt carry;\vofome” other*part. of the World, this 
auntucky\tace of mine, tobjch rendersggme nothing 
but '111 Offices : And'it 1s to. obtain that Liberty, 
that T am come to'throw myſelf-at your Feet*look- 


ing upon you as my SOOErergn. N 
ne was ſo furpriz'd and touch'd with 
the *Propofition of Agnes, that {he Toft her 
Speech tor ſome Moments; Tears, which were 
fincere, expreſs'd her'firſt Sentiments-:: And at- 
ter having ſhed abundance, to give a.new Mark 
of her Tendernels to the Fair afflicted Agnes. ſhe 
with a 1{ad- and melancholy-Look, fix'd her Eyes 
upon her, and holding out her Hand to her, in 
2 moſt; 'obliging manner, fighing; cry'd,— 
Jos will then, my dear" Agnes, '{eave me* and 
N 3 expoſe 
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expoſe me to the Griefs of ſeeing you no. more 2 
A/as, Madam, interrupted this lovely Maid, h:de 
jrom the wt 1 Agnes a Bounty which does but 
creaſe her Misfortunes. It is not T, Madam, 
that would leave you, it is my Duty, and my Rea- 
ſon that orders my Fate.

this Converſation. efided. Agnes withdrew.into 
hex. @hamber,' but it-was not to be more At cale. 
What Don Pegro had learn'd:'of: the; Defign 
of Agnes, causd; a cruel Apitation in his Soub; 
he wiſh'd he had .never; lov'd- her; 'and-defird a 
thouſand times. to die. :\But it+was. nor' for him 
to- make Vows againſt.a thing. which Fate had 
defign'd him ; \and.. whatever.*Reſolutions:-he 
made, to: bear, the Abſence of Agnes, his Ten 
derneſs had t6t:farce-enough'to:confent to itÞ.::: 
_ Aﬀter having for 2 long time,'combated, with: 
himfelf, he-determin'd to do,” what was impof- 
fible for him;.to clet- Agnes do) His Coutage 
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reproach'd him with the Idleneſs, in which he 
paſt the moſt .Youthful . and . Vigorous of his 
Days ; and making it appear to the King, that 
his Allies, and even the Prince Don Fobn Ema- 
nuel, his Father-in-Law , had Concerns in the 
World, which demanded his Preſence on the 
Frontiers ; he eaſily obtain'd Liberty to make 
this Journey, to which the Princeſs would put 
no Obſtacle. -. COPY " 

Agnes ſaw him part without any. Concern, 
but it was not-upon the Account of any Averfi- 
on ſhe had for him. Don A/varo began then to 
make his. importunity, an open Perſetution; . he 
forgot nothing that might touch the inſenfible 
Agnes, and made uſe, a. long time, only of the 
Arms of Love : But ſeeing that this Submiſſion 
_ and Refſpeft was, to no purpoſe, he formed 
ſtrange Deſigns. - 

As the King had a Deference for all his Coun- 
ſels, it was not difficult to inſpire him with 
what he had a'mind to: He complain'd of the 
ungrateful Agnes, and forgot nothing that might 
make him perceive that ſhe wasMot cruel to 
him, on his: Account; 'but from the too 'much 
Senhibility. ſhe had for. the Prince, The*King, 
who was extream afigry at this, reiterated all 
the Promiſes he had made him." 

The King had not yet {poke to Agnes, in fa- 
vour of Don Alvaro ; and not'doubring but his 
Approbation would ſurmount all Obſtacles, he 
took an occafion to entertain her with it :. And 
removing ſome diſtance from thols who might 
hear him, I thought Doh Alvaro had Merit 
enough, ſaid he. to her, to have obtazned a little 
ſhare in your Eſteem; and I could not imagine, 

ts 'N ; Ip there 
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there would have been any neceſſity of my fol?” 
citing it for him : IT know you are very charming, 
but he has nothing that renders him unworthy of 
you ;, and when you ſhall reflef on the Choice my 
Friendſhip has made of hin, from among all the 
Great Men of my Court, you will do him, at the 
Same time, Fuſtice. His Fortune 7s none of the 
meaneſt, ſince he has me for his Protefor : He is 
nobly Boxn, a Man of Honour and Courage ,, he 
adores you, and it ſeems to me, that all theſe Rea- 
ſons are ſufficient to vanquiſh your. Pride. 

The Heart of Agres was 10 little diſpoſed to 
give it ſelf to Don Alvaro, that all that theKing 
of Portugal had ſaid, had no Effect on her, in 
his Favour. If Don Alvaro, Sr, anſwered ſhe, 
were without Merit, he poſſeſt Advantages enough 
in the Bounty your Majeſty is pleaſed to Honour 
him with,” to make him Maſter of all things ;, it 
*x not that I find any Defeft in him, that T an- 
Ser not bis Defires : But, Sir, by what obſt+- 
nate Power, would your that I ſhould Love, if 
Heaven has not given me a Soul that is tender $ 
And why ſhokld you pretend that I ſhould ſubmit 
to him, when nothing is dearer to me than my Li- 
berty 2 You are not ſo free, nor ſo inſenſible, as 
you - ſay, (anſwered the King, bluſhing, with 
Anger ;) and if your Heart were exempt from 
all forts of Aﬀettion, he might expe a more rea- 
ſJonable Return than what he finds. But impru- 
dent Maid, condutted by an 111 Fate, added he, 
in Fury, what Pretenſions have you 'to Don Pe- 
dro? Hzitherto, T have hid the Chagreen, which 
his Weakneſs, and.yout's gave me ; but it was not 
the leſs violent for being hid : And ſince you ob- 
lige me to break out, 1 muſt tell you, that 19 
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Son were not already married to Conſtantia, he 
ſhould never be your Husband; 'renounce then 
thoſe vain Ideas, which will cure him, and ju- 
- The couragious Agnes was ſcarce Miſtreſs of 
the firſt Tranſports, at a Diſcourſe ſo full of 
Contempt ; but calling her Vertue to the aid of 
her Anger, ſhe recoverd herſelf by the Afiſtance 
of Reaſon: And conſidering the Outrage'ſhe re- 
ceiv'd, not as coming from a Great -King, .but 
a Man blinded and polfleſt by Doz Atvaro, ſhe . 
thoughr him not . worthy of her Reſentment , 
her tajr Eyes animated themſelyes with ſo ſhi- 
ning a vivacity;. they anſwered tor the purity 
_ of her Sentiments:; and fixing them ſtedfaſtly 
on . the King, If the Prince, Don Pedro, have 
Weakneſſes, ( reply'd ſhe, with an Air diſdain- 
ful ) he never communicated 'em to me; and I 
am certain, I never contributed wilfully to *em : 
But to let you ſee bow little I regard your Defi- 
ance, and to put my Glory, in ſafety, I will live 
far from you, and all that belongs ito you : Ves, 
Sir, 1 will quit Coimbra with pleaſure; and for 
this Man, who s+ ſo dear to you, (anſwer'd ſhe 
with a-noble Pride and Fiercenelſs, ot which the 
King felt all the Force) for this Favourite, ſo 
worthy to poſſeſs the moſt tender Aﬀettions of a. 
great Prince, 1 aſſure you, that into whatever 
part of the World Fortune condutts me, I will not 
carry away the leaſt Remembrance of him. At 
theſe words ſhe made a profound Reyerence, 
and made ſuch haſte from his Preſence, that he 
could not oppoſe her going it he would, 
_. The King was now more ſtrongly convinc'd: 
than eyer, that ſhe fayour'd the Paſhon of Don 
Cypgns. a Kos her at ” Tis 
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Pedro, and immediately went.to Conſtantia, to 
inſpire her with the ſame Thought ; but ſhe was 
not capable of receiving ſuch Impreflions, and 
following her own Natural Inclinations, ſhe 
generouſly defended the Virtue of his Ations. 
The King angry to ſee her ſo well intentioned to 
her Rival; whom he: would. have had her ha- 
ted, reproached her with the fiveetneſs of her 
Temper, and went thence to. mix his Anger 
with Don A/varo's Rage, who was totally con- 


founded when he ſaw the Negotiation of his 


Maſter had taken no eftet. The haughty Maid 
braves me then, Sir, ſaid he ro the King, and 
deſpiſes the Honour which your Bounty otfered 
her! Why cannot I relitt fo fatal a Paſhon? But 
I muſt love her. in ſpight of my felt; and if 


this Flame conlume me. I can find no way to ex- 
tinguiſh it. What can I further do for you, re- 


plied the King? Alas, Sir, anſwered Don A/varo, 
I muſt do 'by Force, whar 1 cannor otherwiſe

of the Courts of the Palace, amidſt a Croud of 
Courtiers, whom his tavour with -the King 
drew after him. This, Sight made Don Pedro 
rage; but that of the Princeſs and Agnes caus'd

© haſt ſo much abuſed, nor the Infolence which

Don Pedro went away at theſe Words, and left 
Alvaro in a Rage, which is not to be exprets'd,

the Prince ſhew'd him, he ptomiſed himicit ro 
to facrifice all to his Revenge. 
Tho? the King loved his Son, he was fo pre- 
poſſeſs'd againſt his Paſſion, that he covld not 
pardon him what he had done, and condemn'd 
him as much for this laſt Act of Jultice, in' de- 
livering Agnes, as if it had been tlie greateſt 
of Crimes. | 
Elvira, whom the ſweetneſs of Hope Hflat- 
ter'd ſome moments, ſaw the return of Agnes 
with a ſenſible Difſpleaſure, which ſufter'd her 
to think of nothing but irritating her Brother, 
In fine, the Prince ſaw the King, but inſtead 
of being receiv'd by him with a Joy due to the 
ſucceſs of-his Journey ; he appear'd all ſullen 
and out of Humour.

* ſpeak to me more of Agnes, (with a Tone

* derations I have for Don A/varo, when you 

* would deſign any thing againſt him. Yes, Sir, 

* reply'd rhe Prince, with fierceneſs, I will ſpeak 

* to you no more of Agnes, but Conſtantia, and 

© T will never ſufter, thar ſhe ſhould be any 

© more expos'd to the Infolence oft your Favou- 

* rite. The King had lke to have broke out 

into Rage at this Diſcourſe z bur he had yer a 

Reſt of Prudence lefr, that hinder'd him. Re- 

© tire, (faid he to Don Pedro) and go make: 
* RefleQtions on what my Power can do, and 

* what you owe me. 

During- this Converſation; Agnes was recet- 
ving from the Princeſs, and from all the Ladies 
of the Court, great Expreſſions of Joy, and 
_ Friendſhip, Contantia ſaw again her Husband, 

with a great deal of ſatisfaftion, and far from 
being ſorry at what he had lately done for Ag- 
es, \he privately return'd him Thanks for it, 
and ſtill was the Tame towards him, not with- 
ſtanding all the Jealouſfie which was endeavourd 
to be inſpir'd in her, | 

Don Alvaro, who found in his Siſter a Mali- 
clouſteſs worthy of his 2000 did not conc 

is 
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his Fury from her. After ſhe had made vain 
Attempts to moderate it, in blotting Agres out - 
of his Heart, ſeeing that his Diſeaſe was incu- 
rable, ſhe made him underſtand, that fo long 
as Conftantia ſhould not be Jealous, there was 
no Hopes. That if Agres ſhould once be ſu- 
ſpeed by her, ſhe would not fail of abandon- 


ing her, and that then it would be eahe to ger 


Satisfaction, the Prince being now 10 proud of 
Conſtantia's Indulgency. In gwing this Advice to 
her Brother, ſhe promis'd to ſerve himefteQual- 
ly; and having no need of any Body but herſelf 
to perform Ill Things, ſhe recommended Dor 
Alvaro to manage well the King. 

Four Years were pals'd in that melancholy 
Station, and the Princeſs, beſides her firſt dead 
Child, and Ferdinand, who was ſtill living, had 
brought two Daughters into the World. 

Some Days after Don Pedro's Return, Elvira, 
who was moſt dextrous in the Art of Well-go- 
verning any wicked Delign, did gain one of the 
Servants which belong'd to \Conflantia' Cham:- 
ber. She firſt ſpoke her fair, then overwhelm'd 
her with Preſents and Gifts, and finding in her 
as ill a Diſpoſition as in herlelf, ſhe readily re- 
ſolv'd to employ her. . : 

_ Aﬀeer ſhe was ſure of her, ſhe compos'd a 
Letter, which was after writ over again in an 
unknown Hand, which ſhe depoſited in that 
Maid's Hands, that ſhe might deliver to Cor- 
flantia with the firſt Opportunity, telling her, 
that Agnes had drop'd it, This was the Sub- 
ſtance of it,

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T FPmploy not my own Hand to write to You, for 
Reaſons that I ſhall acquaint you with, How 
happy am I to have overcome all your Scruples ! 
And what Happineſs ſhall 1 find m the Progreſs 
of our Intrigue ! The whole Courſe of my Life, 
ſhall continually repreſent to you the Sincerity of 
my Afﬀettions , pray think on the Secret Conver- 
ſation that I require of you ;, 1 dare not ſpeak to 

ou in publick, therefore ct me conjure you here, 
by all that I have ſuffer'd, to come 10 Night to the 
Place appointed, and ſpeak to me no more of Con- 
ſtantia z for ſhe muſt be content with my Eſteem, 
ſince my Heart can be only Tours. 


The unfaithful Portugueſe lerv'd Elvira ex- 
actly to her Deſires, and the very next-Day ſee- 
ing Agnes go out from the Princels, ſhe carry'd 
Conſtantia the Letter ; which ſhe took, and 
tound there whit ſhe,was far irom imagining : 
Tenderneſs never producd an Effe& more ful} 
_ of Grief, than what it made her ſuffer : © Alas, - 
* they are both culpable, (faid ſhe, fighing) and 
* in ſpight of the Defence my Heart wou'd make 
* for 'em, my Reaſon Condemns 'em. Unhap- 
* py Princeſs, the ſad Subje&t of the Caprici- 
* ouſneſs of Fortune ! Why doit not thou die, 
* fince thou haſt not a Heart of Honour to re- 
* venge it ſelf? O: Don Pedro ! Why did you 
* give me your Hand, without your Heart ? 
* And thou, Fair, and ungratetul ! Wert thou 
© bornto be the Misfortune of my Lite, and per- 
* haps the only Cauſe of my Death. After ha- 
ving given ſome Moments to the Violence of 
her Grief, the call'd the Maid, who brought 
her the Letter, commanding her to ſpeak of it 
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to no Body, and to ſuffer no one to enter into 
her Chamber. 

She conſider'd then of that Prince with more 
Liberty, whoſe Soul ſhe was not able to touch 
with the leaſt Tenderneſs ; and of the cruel 
fair One that had- betray'd her : Yet, even while 
her Soul was upon the Rack, ſhe was willing 
to excuſe 'em,, and ready to do all the could 
for Don Pedro; at leaſt, ſhe made a firm Re- 
ſolution, not to. complain of him, | 

Elvira was not long without being inform'd 
of what had paſs'd, nor 'of the Melancholy of 
ye Princeſs, trom whom ſhe hop'd all ſhe de-

ter'd to come in, at wMch AgnesAwas both ſur- 
priz'd and troubVd. Whe Princehd the ſame 
Peſtiny, and was aſto an' 
ought to have exceptedlim. ** 

The next Day Conſtantia appear'd, butyſo al- 
ter'd, that *twas not difficult to imagine what 
{ſhe had ſufter'd. Agnes was the moſt impatient 
to approach her, and the Princeſs could not for- 
bear weeping. . They were both {lent for ſome _ 
time, and Conſtantia attributed* this Silence of 
Agnes to ſome Remorſe which ſhe felt; and 
this unhappy Maid being able to hold no longer, 
Is it poſfuble, Madam, ( faid ſhe) that two Days 
Jhould have taken from me all the Goodneſs you 
bad for me © What have 1 done? And for what 
do yoo puniſh me £ The Princeſs regarded her 

| : with 
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with a languiihing look, and return'd her no 
Anſiver, bur Sighs. Agnes, offended at this Re- 
ſerve, went out with very great DiſfatisfaCtion 
and Anger ; which contributed to her being 
thought criminal. The Prince came in imme- 
diately after, and found Conſtantia more diſor- 
derd than uſual, and conjur'd her in a moſt ob- 
liging manner to take care of her Health : The 
greateſt good for me (aid ſhe) 7s not the Conti- 
nuation of my Life ;, 1 ſhould have more Care of 
it if I lou'd you leſs ;, but She could not 
proceed ; and the Prince, exceſhively afflicted at 
her trouble, figh'd ſadly, withour making her 
any Anſwer, which redoubled her Grief. Spight 
then began tro mix itfelf; and all things per- 
{wading the Princeſs that they made a Sacrifice 
of her, ſhe would enter into no Explanation 
with her Husband, but ſufter'd him to go away 
without 1iying any thing to him. 

Nothing 15 more capable of troubling our 
Reaſon, and conſ1ming our Health, than ſecret 
Notions of Jealouhie in Solitude. 6 

Conſtantia, who us'd to open her Heart free- 
' Iy to Agnes, now believing ſhe had deceiv'd her, 
abandon'd herſelt' fo abſolutely ro Grief, that 
{he was ready to fink under ir ; ſhe immediate- 
ly. fell ſick with the violence of ir, and all the 
Court was concern'd at this Misfortune : Don 
Pedro was truly afflicted at it, but 4gzes more 
than all the World beſide. Conftantia's Cold- 
nefs towards her, made her continually figh ; 
and her Diſtemper, created meerly- by Fancy, 
caus'd her to reflect on every thing that offered 
itſelf to her Memory ; ſo that at laſt ſhe began 
even to fear herſelf, and to reproach herſelf tor 
what the Princeſs ſufter'd. O 3 Bur

But the Diſtemper began to be ſuch, that 
they fear'd Conſtantia's Death, and ſhe herſelf 
began to feel the Approaches of it. This Thought | 
did not at all diſquiet her ; ſhe look'd on Death 
as the: only Relief from all her Torments ; and 
regarded the Deſpair of all that approach'd her 
without the leaſt concern. 

The King, who lov'd her tenderly. and who 
knew her Vertue, was infinitely mov'd at the 
Extremity ſhe was in. And Don A/varo, who 
loſt not the leaſt Occaſion of making him under- 
ſtand. that it was Jealoufie which was the Cauſe 
of Conſtantia's Diſtemper, did but too much in- 
cenſe him againſt Criminals worthy of Compaſ: 
fon. The King was not of a Temper to conceal 
his Anger long : los groe fine Examples, (aid 
he to the Prince) and fuch as will render .your 
Memory illuſtrious ; and the Death of Conſtantia 
( of which you are only to be accus'd of ) is the 
unbappy Fruit of your guilty Paſſion. Fear Hea- 
ven after this; and behold yourſelf as a Mcnſfter 
that does not deſerve to ſee the Light. If the 
Intereſt you have in my Blood did not- plead for 
you, what ought you not to fear from my juſt Re- 
ſentment ? But what muſt not Imprudent Agnes, 
to whom nothing ties me, expett from my hands ? 
If Conſtantia dyes, ſhe, who has the Boldneſs, in 
my Court, to cheriſh a fooliſh Flame by vain Hopes, 
and make us loſe the moſt Amiable Princeſs, 
whom thou art not worthy to poſſeſs, ſhall feel the 
Efetts of her Indiſcretion. 

Don Pedro knew very well, that Conſtantia 
was not ignorant of his Sentiments for Agnes ; 
but he knew alſo with what Moderation ſhe 
receiv'd it: He was very ſenſible of the King's 
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Reproaches ; byt as his Fault was not volun 
tary, 4:4 that a commanding Power, a fa- 
tal Star, had forc'd him to love in ſpight of 
himſelf, he appear'd afflited and confus'd ; oz 
condemn me, Sir, (:.niwered he) without having 
well examin'd me: ant if my Intentions were 
known 10 you, perhaps you would not find me ſo 
criminal: I would take the Princeſs for my 
Fudge, whom you ſay, T ſacrifice, if ſhe were in 
a condition to be conſulted. If I am guilty of any 
Weakneſs, her Fuſtice never reproach'd me for 
it; and my Tongue never inform'd Agnes of it. 
Bur /uppeje I have committed any Fault, why 
wou d you puniſh an Innocent Lady, who perhaps 
condemns me for it as much as you? Ah, Villain! 
(interrupred the King,) ſhe bas but too much 
favourd you: You would not bave lav'd thus long, 
had ſhe not made yoie ſome Returns. Sir, (Te- 
ply'd the Prince, pierc'd with Grief for the 
Outrage that was committed againſt Agnes, ) 
you ofzend a Vertue, than which nothing can be 
purer ;, and thoſe Expreſſons which break from 
your Choler, are not worthy of you. Agnes ne- 
ver granted me any Favours ;, 1 never asked any 
of her, and 1 proteſt to Heaven, I never thought 
of any thing, contrary to the Duty I owe Con- 
{tanria. Eo 
As they. thus argued, one of the Princeſs's 
Women came all in Tears, to acquaint Don 
Pedro, That the Princeſs was in the laſt Extre-:. 
mities of Life: Go ſee thy fatal Work, (aid the. 
King, ) and expe from a too-long-patient Father 
the Uſage thou deſerv ſt. | 
The Prince ran to Conſtantea, whom he found 
dying, and Agres in a ſwoon, in the Arms of 
O 4 loms 
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\ Tome of the Ladies. What caus'd this double 
Calamity, was, that Agnes, who conld ſuiter 
no longer the Indifferency of the Princeſs, had 
conjur'd her to tell her what was her Crime, 
and either to take her Life from her, or reſtore 
her Friendſhip. : 

Conftantia, who found f:1e muſt die, could no 
longer keep her ſecret Affliction from Agres, 
and atter ſome Words,which were a Preparation 
to the ſad Explanation, ſhe ſhew'd her thar fatal 
Billet which E/v:r2 had caus'd to be written : 
Ah, Matam! ( cry'd out the fair Agnes, after 
having read it; Ah, Madam! How many cru- 
el Inquretudes bad you Jpard me, had you open'd 
your Heart 10 me with your wonted Bounty? 
*Þs eaſy to fee that this: Letter 1s counterfeit, 
end that T have Enemies without compaſſion. 
Cou'd you believe the Prince ſo Imprudent, to 
make uſe of any other hand but his own, on an 
occaſion like this * And do you believe me ſo 
Simple to keep about me this Teſtimony of my 
Shame, with ſo little Precaution © ou are nei- 
ther betray'd by your Husband nor me ; T atteſt 
| Heaven, and thoſe Efforts I have made, to leave 
Coimbro. A/as, my dear Princeſs! how little 
have you known her, whom you have ſo much 
honour 'd? Do not beheve, that when I have ju- 
ftified my ſelf, T will have any more Communi- 
cation with the World. No. no; there will be 
no Retreat far enough from hence for me. I will 
rake care 10 hide this unlucky Face, where it 
ſhall be ſure to do no more Harm. 

The Princeſs, touch'd at this Diſcourſe, and 
the Tears of Agnes, preis'd her hand, which 
fhe held in hers; and fixing Looks upon her, 

Ke capable 
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capable of moving pity in the moſt inſenfible 
Souls, If I have committed any Offence, my dear 
Agnes, ( an{wer'd ſhe ) Death, which I expect 
in a moment, ſhall revenge it. I ought alſo to 
proteſt to you, That I have not ceas'd loving you, 
and that I believe every thing you- have ſaid, 
groing you back my moſt tender Afﬀettions. 

*Twas at this time that the Grief, which e- 
gually oppreſs'd *em, put the Princeſs into ſuch 
an Extremity, that they ſent for the Prince. 
He came, and found himſelf almoſt without 
life or motion at this Sight. And what ſecret 
Motive ſoever might- call him to the Aid of 
Agnes, *was to Conflantia he ran. The Prin- 
+ ceſs, who finding her laſt Moments drawing on, 
by a cold Sweat that cover'd her all over; and 
finding ſhe had no more bulineſs with Lite, 
and cauſing thoſe Perſons ihe moſt ſuſpected 
to retire, Sr, (aid ſhe to Don Pedro) © If I 
' © abandon Lite without Regret, it is not with- 
* out Trouble that I part with you. But, P:ince, 
* we muſt vanquiſh when we come to die ; and 
* I will forget my ſelf wholly, to think of no- 
_ © thing but of you. I have no Reproaches to 
* make againſt you, knowing that *tis Inclination 
* that diſpoſes Hearts, and not Reaſon. Agnes 
* 1$ beautiful enough to inſpire the moſt ardent 
* Paſſion, and vertuous enough to deſerye the 
* firſt Fortunes in the World. I ask her, once, 
* more, Pardon for the Injuſtice I have done 

© her, and recommend her to,you, as a Perſon 

_ © moſtdear to me. Promiſe me, my dear Prince, 

* before 1 Expire, to give her my Place in your 

© Throne ; it cannot be better filld ; youcannot 

*, Chuſe a Princeſs more perte& for your People, 

_ © nor a better Mother tor our little Cm 
n 
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* And you, my Dear, and my faithful Agnes, 
© ( purſ{u'd ſhe ) liſten not to a Vertue too 'ſcru- 
* pulous, that they may make any oppoſition to 
_ © thePrince of Portugal: Refuſe him nota Hearr, 
© of which hes worthy ; and give him thar 
© Friendſhip which you had for me, with that 
© which is due to his Merit. Take care of my 
© little Fernando, and the two young Princeſles : 
© let'em find mein you, and iTeak to them ſome- 
© times of me. Adiue, live both of you happy, 
© and receive my laſt Embraces. 

The afflicted Agnes, who had recover'd a 
little her Forces, loſt *em again a ſecond time : 
Her weakneſs was follow*'d with Coftwulfions 
ſo vehement, that they were afraid of her 
Life; bur Don Pedro never remoy'd from Con- 
flantia : What, Madam, (aid he ) you :/! 


leave me then, and you think *t1s for ny Coed. 
Alas, Conſtantia! if my Heart bas :o9mmied 
any Outrage againſt, you, your Veriyc 555 / 1jft- 


ciently reveng d you on me, in ſpighr © you. van 
you think me ſo barbarous £ —- \s he was 
g01:g On, he ſaw Death ſhur the Eyes of the 
moſt generous Princeſs for ever; and he was 
within a very lirtle of following her. 

But what loads of Grief was this for Agnes, 
when ſhe found that in that Interval, when 
Lite and Death were ſtruggling in her Soul, 
that Conſtantia was newly expir'd ! She would 
then have taken away her own Lite, and have 
let her Deſpair tully appear. 

Ar the noiſe of the Death of the Princeſs, 
| the Town and the Palace was all in Tears. E!- 
vira, Who ſaw then Don Pedro free to engage 
himſelf, repented of having contributed W the 
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Death of Agnes, who thought herſelf the Cauſe 

of Fo promis'd her Griefs never to pardon her- 
{elr. 

She had: need of being guarded ſeveral days 
together ; during which time, the fail'd not in- 
celiantly to weep. And the Prince gave all thoſe 
days to deepeſt Mourning. But when the firſt 
Emotions were paſt, thoſe of his Love made 
him tee! that he was ſtill the ſame. 

He was a long time without ſeeing Agnes, 
but this Abſence of his ſerv'd only to make her 
———_ the more charming when he did ice 

Er. | 

Don A/varo, who was afraid of the Liberty 
of the Prince, made new Efforts to move Agnes 
de Caſtro, who was now become inlenfible to 
Every thing but Grief. E/vira, who was wil- 
ling to make the beſt of the Deſign ſhe had be- 
gun, conlulted all her Womens Arts, and the 
Delicacy of her Wit, to revive the Flames with 
which the Prince once burnt for her : But his 
Inconſtancy was bounded, and it was Agnes a- 
lone that was to reign over his Heart. She had 
taken a firm Reſolution, fince the Death of Cor- 
ſtantia, to pals the reſt of her Days in a ſolitary 
Retreat. In ſpight of the Precaurtion 1{he took 
to hide this Deſign, the Prince was inform'd of 
it, and did all he was able to diſpoſe his Con- 
{tancy and Fortitude to it. He thought him- 
ſelf fronger than he really was ; but after he 
had too well conſulted his Heart, he found but 
too well how neceſſary the Preſence of Agnes 
was to him : © Madam, (ſaid he. to her one 
day, with a Heart big, and his Eyes in Tears) 
'* which /Attion of my Lite has made you de- 

| * termine 
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© termine my Death ? Though I never told you 
© how much I lov'd you, yet I am perſwaded 

© you are not ignorant of it. I was conſtrained 
| © to be filent during ſome Years for your ſake, 
* for Conſtantia's, and my own ; bur *tis not . 
* poſſible for me to put this Force upon my 
* Heart for ever : I muſt once at leaſt rell you 
© how it languiſhes. Receiv2 then the Afurances 
* of a Paſſion, fall of Reſpect an Ardour; with 
F an Offer of my tortune, which I wiſh not bet- 
* ter, but for your Advantage. 

Agnes aniwer'd not immediately to ' theſe 
Words, but with abundance of Tears ; which 
having wip'd away, and beholding Don Pedro 
with an Air which made him ealily compre- 
hend ſhe did not agree with his Deires : © If I 
* were capable of the Weakneſs with which 
© you'd infpire me, you'd be oblig'd to puniſh 
* me for it : What! (faid ſhe) Conſtanra is 
© ſcarce bury*d, and you wou'd have me offend 
* her ! No, my Princeſs, (added ſhe with more 
* ſoftneſs) No, no, ſhe whom you have heap'd 
* ſo many Favours on, will not call down. the 
F Anger of Heaven, and rhe Contempt ot Men 
© upon her, by an Action fo perfidious. . Be not - 
© obſtinare then in a Deſign in which I will 
* never ſhzw you Favour. You owe to Conſtan- 
* 719, alter her Death, a Fidclity thar may Juſti- 
* fie you: And I to repair the Ills I have made 
© her ſutter, ought to ſhun all Converſe with 
* you. Go, Madam, replied the Prince, grow- 
* ing pale ;) go, and expect the News of my 
© Death, in that part of the World, whither 
* your Cruelty ſhall lead you, the News ſhall 
* follow cloſe after; you ſhall quickly hear of 
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© it; and I will go ſeek it in thoſe Wars which 
_ © reign among my Neighbours. 

Theſe Words made the fair Agnes de Caſtro 
perceive that her Innocency was not 10 great as 
_ ſhe imagined, and that her Heart intereſted itſelf 
in the Preſervation of Don Pedro : © You ought, 
* vir. to preſerve your Life, (reply'd Agres) for the 
* lake of the little Prince and Princeſſes, which 
* Conſtantia has left you: Wouw'd you abandon 
© their Youth (continu'd ſhe, with a tender Tone) 
© to the Cruelty of Don Alvaro ? Live, Sir, live! 
© and let the unhappy Agnes be the only Sacri- 
* fice. Alas, cruel Maid ! (interrupted Don Pe- 
* dro) Why do'you command me to live, it I 
* cannot live with you ? Is it an efte& of your 
© Hatred ? No, Sir, ( replied Agnes ) 1 do not 
© hate you, and I with to God that I could be 
© able to defend my ſelf againſt the Weakneſs 
* with which I find my {lt poſleſs'd. Oblige 
© me to ſay no more, Sir: You ſee my Bluſhes, 
© interpret them as you pleaſe ; but conſider yet, 
* that the leſs Averſion I find I have for you, the 
* more culpable I am; and that I ought no more 
* to ſee, or ſpeak to you. In fine, Sir, if you 
© oppole my Rerrear, I declare to you, that Don 
© Alvaro. as odious as he is to me, ſhall ſerve 
* for a Defence againſt you ; and that I will 
© ſooner conſent to marry a Man 1 abhor, than 
* to favour a Paſhon thar coſt Conſtantia her 
* Life. Well then, Agnes, (reply'd the Prince, 
* with Looks all languiſhing and dying ) fol- 
* low the Morions which barbarous Virtue in- 
* ſpires you with; take thele Meaſures you 
* Judge neceſſary, againſt an unfortunate Lo- 
© ver, and enjoy the Glory of having cruelly 
* refus'd me. At 
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At theſe Words he went away ; and as trou- 

bled as Agnes was, ſhe would not ftay him : 

ler Courage combared with her Gri::, 24 the 
thought now, more than ever, of depe'tirnz 

"Twas difficult for her to go out of Combs o 
and not to defer what appear'd to her to necel- 
fary ; ſhe went immediately to the apartment 
of the King, nowithitanding the intereſt oi Lon 
Alvaro. The King receiv'd her with a Corn- 
tenance ſevere, not being able to conſent to 
what ſhe demanded : Tow ſha!l not go berce, 
( faid he) and if you are wiſe, you ſhall enjoy 
here, with Don Alvaro, both my Friendſhip, and 

Favour. TI have taken another Reſolution, 
(anſwer'd Agnes) and the World bas no part in 
zt, Jou will accept Don Pedro, (reply'd the 
King;) his Fortune is ſufficient to ſatisfie an 
Ambitious Maid : But you will-not ſucceed Con- 
itantia, who /ov'd you ſo tenderly ; and Spain 
has Princeſſes enough to fill up part of the Throne 
which 1 ſhall leave him. Sir, (reply'd Agnes, 
piqu'd at this Diſcourſe) I/ I had a diſpoſition 
zo Love, and a deſign to Marry, perhaps the 
Prince might be the only Perſon on whom I would 
fix *em : And you know, if my Anceſtors did not 
poſſeſs Crowns, yet they were worthy to wear "em. 
But let it be how it will, 1 am reſoio'd to depart, 
and to remain no longer a Slave in a place 10 
which I came Free. 

This bold Anſwer, which {hew*'d the Chara- 
Cter of Agnes, anger and aftonifh'd the King : 
1ou ſhall go when we think fit, (reply'd he) and 
without being a Slave at Coimbra, you ſhall at- 
tend our Orders. 

- Agres law 1he muſt ſtav, and was ſo griev'd 
| al 
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at it, that ſhe kept her Chamber ſeveral days, 
without daring to inform herſelf of the Prince; 
and this Retirement ſpar'd her the Aﬀfliction of 
being vifited by Don Alvaro. 

During this, Don Pedro fell fick, and was in 
ſo great Danger, that there was a general Ap- 
prehenhton of his Death. Agres did not in the 
leaſt doubt, but it was an Efte&t of his Diſcon- 
tent : ſhe thought at firſt ſhe had ſtrength and 
reſolution enough to ſee him die, rather than to 
favour him ; but had ſhe reflected a little, ſhe 
had ſoon been convinc'd to the contrary : She 
found not in her Heart that cruel Conſtan- 
cy,” ſhe thought there ſo well eftabliſh'd ; ſhe 
felt Pains and Inquietude, ſhed Tears, made 
Wiſhes; and in fine, diſcover'd that ſhe Lov'd. 

*T was impoſſible to ſee the Heir of the Crown, 
a Prince that deſerv'd 1o well, even at the point 
of Death, without a-general Affliction : The 
People who lov'd him, pals'd whole days at 
the Palace-gare to hear News of him : The 
Court was all overwhelm'd with Grief: 

Don Alvaro knew very well how to conceal 
a malicious Joy, under an Appearance of Sad- 
neſs. Elvira, full of Tenderneſs, and perhaps 
of Remorſe, ſufter'd alſo on her fide. The 
King, altho' he condemn'd the Love of his Son, 
' yer till had a Tenderneſs for him, and cou'd 
not reſolve ro lole him. Agnes de Caſtro, who 
knew the Caule of his Diſtemper, expected the 
end of it with ſtrange Anxieties. In fine, after 
a Month had pals'd away in Fears, they began 
to have a little Hopes of his Recovery. The 
Prince, and Don A/varo were the only Perſons 
that were not glad of it, But Agzes rejoyc'd 
enough tor all the reſt, Don

Don Pedro, ſeeing that he mult live whether 
he wou'd or no, thought of nothing, but pal- 
fing his days in Melancholy and Diicontent : As 
ſoon as he was in a condition to walk, he ſought 
out the moſt ſolitary Places, and gain'd ſo much 
upon his own Weakneſs, to go every where; 
where Agnes was not; but her Idea follow d 
him always, and his Memory, taithtul, to re- 
preſent her to him, with all her Charms, ren- 
der'd her always dangerous. 

One day, when they had catry'd him into 
the Garden, he ſought out a Labyrinth which 
was at the fartheſt part of it, to hide his Me- 
lancholy, during ſome hours ; there he tound 
the ſad Agnes, whom Grief, little difterent from 
his, had brought thither ; the fight of her whom 
he expected not, made him tremble : She ſaw 
by his pale and meaere Face, the remains of his 
Diſtemper; his Eyes full of Languiſhment rrou- 
bled her, and tho? her defire was 1o great to 
have fled from him, an unknown Power ſtopt 
her, and *twas impoſſible tor her to go. 

After ſome Moments of Silence, which ma- 
ny Sighs interrupted, Don Pedro rais'd himſelf 
from the place, where his Weakneſs had forc'd 
him'to fit ; he made Agres ſee, as he approach-* 
ed her, the ſad Marks of his Sufterings, and not 
content with the Pity he ſaw in her Eyes, Toz 
have reſold my Death then, Cruel Agnes, (faid 
he) my deſire was the ſame with yours ;, but Hea- 
ven bas thought fit to reſerve me for other Mis- 
fortunes, and 1 ſee you again as unhappy, but 
more in love than ever. 

There was no need of theſe Words to move 
Agnes to Compaſſion, the Languiſhment = the 
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Prince ſpoke enough : And the Heart, of. this 
fair Maid, . was but roo: much diſpos'd; to yield 
itfelt: She thought then that Conftarre qught,to 
be ſatisfied ;, Love, which combared for Don 
Pedro, triumphed over Friendſhip, and found 
that Ap y, Momenr, for which the Prince of 
Portuga Fad {o long highed.. 

. Do mot reproach me, for that which has coſt me 
more than you, Sir ;,;(replyd ſhe) and do not 
accuſe a Heart, which is neither Ingrateful nor 
Barbarous ,, and I muſt tell. you, that I love you. 
| But now I have made you that Confeſſion, what 75 
2t farther that you Tequire of me £ Don Pedro, 
who expected not a Change ſo favourable, felr 
a double Satisfa&tion, and falling at the Feet of 
Agnes, he expreſs d mare by the Silence his Paſ- 
ſion created, than he could have done by the 
moſt eloquent.. Words. -,.. ._ 

After having known all his good Fortune, he 
then conſulted with the Amiable Agnes, what 
was to be feard from the King ; they concluded 
that the cruel Biller, which 1o troubled the laſt 
days of Conftantia, could come from none but 
Etviraand Don Alvagzo.. The Prince, who knew 
that his Father had ſearch'd already an Alliance 
for him, and was reſoly'd-on his Favourite's mar- 
rying Agnes, conjur'd her 10 tenderly to prevent 
theſe Perſecutions, by , conſenting to a _lecret 
Marriage ; that, after having a long time conf1- 
dered, the ar laſt conſented, I w:// do what you 
will have me, (Tfaid ſhe) though I preſage nothing 
but fatal Events from it ; all my Blood turns to 
lee, when I think of this Marriage, and the 1- 
mage of Conſtantia ſeems to hinder me from” do- 
ing it. : | 
P The 
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-; The Aftorous Prince ſurmounted all. her Scru- 
les, and ſeparated himielf from Agnes, with a 
tation which foon redoubled his Forces ; 
he faw her afterward with the pleaſure of a 
Myſtery, and the Day of their Union arri'vd : 
Dom Gi/!, Biſhop of Garda, performed the Ce- 
remony of the Marriage, in the preſence of ſe- 
veral Witneſſes, faithful ro Don Pedro, who ſaw 
him Poſſeffor, of all the Charms of the Fair Ag- 
es. 
She liv'd not the more peaceable for belong- 
ing to.the Prince of Portugal; her Enemies, who 
continually perſecuted her, left her not with- 
out tfoubles; and.the King, whom her Refuſal 
inrag'd, laid his abfolute Commands on her to 
Marry Don A/varo, 'with Threats to force her to 
it, if ſhe continued Rebellious. | 
The Prince took loudly her part, and this 
Joyrrd to the Refuſal he made of marrying the 
Princeſs of Arragor, . caus'd Suſpicions of the 
Truth in the King his Father. He was ſeconded 
by thoſe that were too much intereſted, not to 
unriddle this Secret. Don A/varo and hisSiſter, 
ated with ſo much Care, gave ſo many Gitts, 
and made ſo many Promiſes, that they diſco- 
vered the ſecret Engagements of Don Pedro and 
Agnes. 7 oy UT 
The King wanted but little of breaking out 
into all' the Rage and Fury fo great a difap- 
PONUNeaR could inſpire him with, againtt the 
rinceſs. Don Alvaro, whoſe Love was chang'd 
into. the moſt violent Hatred, appealcd the fir{t 
. Tranſports of the King, by making him com- 
prehend, that if they could break the Marriage 
of 'em, that would nox be a ſufficient as 
| an 
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and fo poyſoned the Soul of the Kingy to con- 
ſent to the Death of Agres. 

- The Barbarous Don Alvaro offer d his Arm 
for this terrible Execution; and his Rage was 
Security for rhe Sactifice. | 

The King, who thought the Glory of his Fa- 
mily diſgraced, by this Alliance, and his own 
in particular in the Procedure of his Son, gave 
full Power ro: this Murder, to make the inno- 
cent Agnes, a Victim to his Rage. 

It was not {eafie to execute this horrid De- 
{fien: Though the Prince ſaw Agres but in ſe- 
cret, yet all his Cares were ftill awake for her, 
and he was married to her above a year, before 
Don A/varo could find out an Opportunity ſo 
long ſought for. | 

The Prince diverted himſelf but little, and 
very rarely went tar from Commbra:-but on a 
Day, an Unfortunate Day, and mark'd out by 
Heaven for an unheard of and horrid Aflaftin, 
he made a Party to hunt ar atine Houſe, which 
the King of-Portzgal had near the City. 

Agnes lov'devery thing that gave the Prince ſa- 
tis{aQtion ; but a ſecret Trouble made her appre- 
hend ſome Misfortune in this unhappy Journey : 
Sr, (aid ſhe, to him alarm'd, without know- 
ing the Reaſon why I tremble) ſeeing you to day 
as it were deſign'd the laſt of my Life , Pre- 
ferve your ſelf, my dear Prince, and though the 
Exerciſe you take be not very dangerous, beware 
of the leaſt Hazards, and bring me back all that 
1 truſt with you. Don Pedro, who had never 
found her ſo Handſome and ſo Charming before, 
_ embraced her ſeveral times, and wenr out of the 
Palace with his Followers, with 1 deſign not-to 
return till the next day. P 2 He 
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 He,was no ſooner gone, but the Cruel Don 
Alvaro prepard himlelt for the Execution he 
had refolv'd on; he thought it of that impor- 
tance, that it required more Hands than his own ; 
and fo choſe for his Companions Dzego Lopes 
Pacheo, and Pedro Cuello, two Monlters like. 
himſelf; whoſe Cruelty he was affur'd of by 
the Preſents he had made *em. 

\ They waited the coming of the Night, and 
the lovely Agnes was in her firſt ſheep, which 
was the laſt of her Life, when theſe Aſſaſſins 
approach'd her Bed. Nothing made reſiſtance to 
Don A/varo, who could do every thing, and 
whom the blackeſt Furies introduced to Agrees; 
ſhe wakened, and opening her Curtains, ſaw, 
by the Candle burning in her Chamber, - the 
Poinard with which Don A/varo was arm'd; 
be having not his Face cover'd. ſhe eafily knew 
him, and forgetting herſelf, to think of nothing 
but the Prince : Zuſt Heaven, (aid ſhe, lifting 
up her fine Eyes) If you will revenge Conſtantia, 
fatisfie your ſelf with my Blood only, and ſpare 
that of Don Pedro. The Barbarous Man that 
heard her, gave her not time to ſay more; and 
finding he could never (by all he could do by 
Love) touch the Heart of the Fair Agnes, he 
pierc'd it with his Poinard ; his Accomplices 
”1ve her ſeveral Wounds, though there were 
10 Neceſſity of ſo many to put an End to an 
Innocent Lite. 

Whar a ſad SpeQacle was this for thoſe who 
approach'd her Bed the next Day : And whar 
Jifmal News was this to the Unfortunate 
Prince of Portugal! He return'd to Cormbra, at 
_ the friſt Report of this Adventure, and W 
what 
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what had certainly coſt him his Life, if Men 
could die of Grief ; after having a thouſand 
times embraced the bloody Body of Agres, and 
ſaid all that a Juſt Deſpair could inſpire him 
with, he ran like a Mad-man into the Palace, 
demanding the Murderers of his Wife, of 
things that could not hear. him: In fine, he 
ſaw che King, and withour obſerving any Re- 
ſpe&, he gave a Looſe ro his Reſentment : af. 
ter having rail'd a long time, overwhelm'd 
with Griet, he fell into a Swoon, which con- 
tinued all that Day. They carried him into 
his Apartment; and the King, believing that 
this Misfortune would prove his Cure, repent- 
ed not of what he had permitted. 

Don A4/varo, and the two other Affafſins, quit- 
ted Coimbra. This Ablence of rheirs,made'em ap- 
pear Guilty of the Crime, for which the AMiCt- 
ed Prince vow'd a ſheedy Vengeance to the Ghoſt 
of his Lovely Agnes. reſolving to purſue them 
to the uttermo{t part ot the Univerſe : He got 
a conliderable number of Men together, ſuffici- 
ent to have made Reh{tance, even on the King 
of Portugal himſelf, it he ſhould yet take the 
Part of the Murderers; with theſe he raviſh'd the 
whole Country, as far as the D#ero Waters, and 
carried on a War, even till-the Death of the King, 
continually mixing Tears with Blood, which he 
gave to the Revenge of his Deareſt Agnes. 

Such was the deplorable End of the Untortu- 
nate Love of Don Pedro of Portugal, and of the 
tair Agnes de Caſtro, whoſe Remembrance. he 
taithfully preſerved in his Heart, even upon the 
Throne, -to which he mounted, by the Right of 
his Birth, after the Death of the King.

fires, the Lord of all her Vows : She was aſhamed to ſee a 
Man in her Chamber, where yet none had ever been a- 
lone, and by Night roo. He ſaw her Fear, and felr her 
Trembling ; and after a thouſand Sighs of Love had made 
way for Speech, he beſoughr her to fear nothing from him; 
for his Flame was too ſacred, and his Paſſion roo holy ro 
offer any thing, but what Honour with Love might afford: 
lim. Arlaſt he brought her to ſome Courage, and the 
Roſes of her fair Cheeks aflumed their wonted Colour, 
nor bluſhing roo Red, nor languiſhing roo Pale. But when 
the Converſation began berween them, it was the ſofteſt 
inthe World : They ſaid all that parting Lovers could ſay, 
all that Wrrand Tendernefs could expreſs : They exchan- 
ged their Vows a-new, and to confirm his, he tied a Brace- 
ler of Diamones abour her Arm; and ſhe returned him one 
of her-Hair, which he had long begged,and ſhe had on purpoſe 
made, which claſped together with Diamonds ; this ſhe pur 
about his Arm, and he {wore to carry it to his Grave. The 
Night was very far ſpent in tender Vows,foft Sizhs and Tears 
on both ſides; and it was high time to part : Bur as if 
Dearh had been ro have arrived ro them 1n that Minure, 
they hoth linger'd away the time, hke Lovers who had 
forgor themſelves; and Day was near approaching, oy 4 
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he bid farewel; which he repeated very often, for ſtill he 
was interrupted by fome commanding Softnefs from 4t- 
Lante, and then loſt all his Power of going; till ſhe, more 
courag1ous and careful of his Intereſt, and her own Fame, 
forc'd him trom her ; and it was happy ſhe did ſo; for he was. 
no ſooner got over the Balcony, and ſhe had flung him down 
his Rope, and ſhut the Door, but Vernole, whom Love and 
Contrivance kept waking, fancied feveral times he heard a 
Noiſe in Atlante's Chamber. And whether in paſting over 
the Balcony, Rinaldo made any noiſe or not, or whether 
it were ſtill his jealous Fancy, he came up in his Night- 
Gown, with a Piſtol in his Hand. Atlante was not fo much

Shape, his Night-Cap on, withour a Perriwig, which diſco- 
vered all his lean withered Jaws, his pale Face, and his Eyes 
ſtaring ; and making altogether fo dreadful a Figure, thar 
Atlante, who no more dreamt of him than of a Devil, had 
- poſſibly have rather ſeen the laſt. She give a great Skriek, 
- which frighred Verno/e; ſo both ſtood for a while ſtaring on 
each other, till both were recolleed : He told her, the Care 
of her Honour had brought him thither; and then rolling 
_ his ſmall Eyes round the Chamber, ro ſee it he could dit- 
cover any Body ; he proceeded and cried, Madam, if I had 
no other Motive than your being up at this time of Night, or rather 
of Day, I could eafily gueſs how you have been entertain d. What 
Tnſalence is this, 1aid ſhe, all in a Rage, when to cover your 
Boldneſs of approaching my Chamber at this Fhur, you would que- 
ſtiom how I have been entertained; either. explain your ſelf, or 
quit my Chamter ;, for I do not uſe to ſee ſuch terrible ObjeFs here. 
Poſſibly thoſe you do ſee, ſard che Count, are indeed more azrecable 
but Tam afraid have not that regard to your Honour as T have. 
Apd art that Word he ſtepped ro the Balcony, opened it, 
- and looked ; out bur ſeeing no Body, he ſhur it roo again. 
"This enraged 4t{ante beyond all Parience ; and ſnatching 
the Piſtol” our of his Hand, ſhe rold him, Ae deſerved to 
have 
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have it aimed at his Head, for having the Impudence to que- 
Rio her Honour, or her Conduu& ;, and commanded him to awoid 
her Chamber as he lov'd his Life; which ſhe believed he 
was fonder of than of her Honcur : She ſpeaking this in a 
Tone wholly rranſported with Rage; and ar the ſame time 
holding the Piſtol rowards him, made him tremble with 
Fear z and he now tound whether the were guilty or nor, 
ir was his turn to beg pardon : For ycu muſt know, howe- 
ver it came to pals, thar ths Jealoufie made him come u 

in that fierce Poſture ; at orhcr times Vernole was the oft 
tame and paiſive Man in the World, aM one who was afraid 
of his own Shadow in the Night : He had a-natural Aver- 
ſion for Danger, and thought it below a Man of Wir, or 
common Senſe, to be guilty of chat Erutal Thing, called 
Courage or Fighting : His Philotophy told him, Tt was ſafe 
ſleeping in a whole Skin; and potſibiy he apprehended as 
much Danger from this Virago, as ever;he did from his own 
: Sex; he therefore fell on Is Knees, and befought her 
to hold her fair Hand ; and not to ſuffer thar, which was 
the greateſt Mark of his Reſpe&, to be the Cauſe of her 
Hate or Indigygtion. The pitiful Faces he made, and the 
Signs of mortal Fear in him, had almoſt made her laugh, 
at leaſt it allayed her Anger ; and ſhe bid. him riſe and play 
the Fool hereatter ſome-where elſe, and not in her Pre- 
tence : Yet for once, ſhe would deign to give him this 
Satisfa&ion ; thar ſhe was gor into a Book, which had ma- 
.ny moving Stories very well writ; and thar ſhe found her 
ſelf ſo well entertained, ſhe had forgot how the Night pat- 
ſed. He moſt humbly thanked her for this Satisfation, 
and retired, perhaps not ſo well farisfied as he pretended. 

After this, he appear'd more ſubmiſfve and reſpeRtul 
towards Atlante; and ſhe carried her felt more reſerved and 
haughry towards him ; which was one Reaſon, he would 
not yer diſcover. is Paſſion. 

Thus the Time ran on at Orlearce, while Rinaldo found 
himſelf daily languiſhing at Paris. He was 1ndeed in the 
beſt Academy in the City, amoneft a number of brave 
and noble Youths; where all things that could accompliſh 
them, was to be learn'd by thoſe that had any Genius;

Don Henrique was not a little ſurpriz'd with 
this Bi/lette ; however, he cou'd hardly reſolve - 
to forbear his accuſtom'd Viſits to Arde/a, at 
firſt; but upon more mature Conſideration, he 
only choſe to converſe with her by Letters, which 
{till preſs'd her to be mindful of her Promiſe, 
and of the Hour, not taking notice of any Cau- 
tion that he had receiv'd of her Treachery.
